This bibliography of the works of W. Somerset Maugham includes not only the 
publication dates of both English and American editions and the more important 
short stories, but also a reasonably complete list of all the periodical contributions 
which have a more than ordinary interest on account of the specialized attention this 
author gave to the market of the magazine. Part I lists his books and plays, Part II his 
contributions to periodicals, and Part III covers biography and criticism of Maugham 
and his work (1) in books and pamphlets (2) in periodicals. The compiler has attempted 
to solve some of the more obscure ‘points’ which still need elucidation and to clear 
up the priority of issue of English and American editions. Translations of Maughams’ 
works have been included.

UNION LIST OF SOUTH AFRICAN NEWSPAPERS, 1800-1949. South 
African Library (Cape Town, South Africa), 7s.6d. (Interleaved copies, 
8s.6d.).

In 1950 South Africa commemorates the publication of the first South African news- 

paper 150 years ago—the Cape Town Gazette. Since then the local and national news- 

papers have played a prominent part in the development of the country, and constituted 

a valuable source for the writing of history. Hitherto there has been no catalogue or 

finding list of the extant copies of these newspapers. This Union List attempts to 

record all known files of more than 700 papers in public and private possession, and to 

provide the basis for a programme of microfilming as a means of preservation. A 

foreword is contributed by Mr. R. Kilpin, Clerk of the House of Assembly, on the 

relationship between press and parliament in South Africa. The items are arranged 
alphabetically under towns, recording changes of title, and there is a title index.

A PHILOSOPHY OF LIBRARIANSHIP. A. A. Broadfield. Grafton, 12s.6d. 
D8. 120 pages. 


This discussion of the task of the library and librarianship, a “statement of what the 
library should aim to do and to be’, by a librarian on the staff of the Leicester City 
Reference Library, is in reply to complaints of the lack of a philosophy of librarianship. 
The author has high standards but is not intolerant and his book should stimulate 
further thought on the subject. The philosophy he attempts to provide is approached 
from ‘the standpoint of the individual’. (020.1) 


THE YEAR'S WORK IN LIBRARIANSHIP. Vol. I2, 1939-1945. Vol. 13, 
1946. Edited by J. H. P. Pafford. The Library Association, 30s.: 21s. D8. 462: 
231 pages. Bibliographies. Indexes. 

The last volume of this comprehensive survey of the material contributed in Britain, 

the Commonwealth and many foreign countries on all aspects of librarianship was 

published in 1939. These two new volumes continue the series without a break and 
cover six years of war and one of reconstruction. The difficulties of tracing and study- 
ing all the material published during the period, particularly in continental Europe, 
have been no less in librarianship than in any other subject, but a remarkable amount of 
it has been found and reviewed. The Year’s Work has been described as ‘a running 
account of work done’ and is therefore quite distinct from, and complementary to, 
book-lists and bibliographies of librarianship. It thus forms an important source book 
for the study of the subject and a record of the history of the profession. In both of these 
volumes there are chapters, which are subject articles by specialists, on National and 

University Libraries, Special Libraries, Urban Libraries, County and Rural Libraries, 

School Libraries, Children’s Libraries, Library Co-operation, Professional Education, 

Library Buildings, Library Practice (Organization, Routine, Cataloguing and Classifi- 

cation), Book Production (Printing and Bookbinding), Bibliography (Subject, His- 

torical, General and National), Palaeography and Manuscripts, with a final chapter on 


other matters not covered elsewhere in the work. The editor is Goldsmiths’ Librarian, 
University of London.

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THE LIBRARIES OF LONDON. Seventeen Lectures delivered at the Uni- 
versity of London School of Librarianship in os sa 1948. Edited by 
Raymond Irwin. Library Association, 13s.6d. D8. 238 pages. Bibliography.

The Director of the University of London School of Librarianship has edited an 
extremely valuable work which supplements, rather than replaces, the well-known 
Students’ Guide to the Libraries of London, by R. A. Rye, last revised in 1927 and now out 
of print. Since Rye’s work was published many new libraries have been established in 
London and many older libraries have been considerably developed. These lectures 
deal with a very representative selection of London’s great libraries, the history, 
functions and aims of which are described by their own Librarians or by members of 
their staffs. Some of the chapters deal with groups of related libraries, rather than with 
single libraries, and the whole book provides a wealth of information about institu- 
tions which collectively contain millions of books for the use of students of all kinds. 
The admirable introduction by the editor is supplemented by an excellent bibliography 
and index.

THE BIOLOGY OF MENTAL DEFECT. Lionel S. Penrose. Sidgwick & 

Jackson, 21s. sD8. 299 pages. 7 plates. Bibliography. Index. 

Since the publication of the author’s first book Mental Defect in 1933, there have been 
many advances in medical genetics, in relation to which he here discusses the medical 
and psychopathologic: 1 conditions encountered in mental defi ciency practice. Pro- 
fessor Penrose, who is Galton Professor of Eugenics at University College, London, 
after sketching the historical background against which the student can more clearly 

appreciate the various changing concepts of mental Seieiency, works through the 
more theoretical aspects of f the subject, principles of classification, problems of causa- 
tion, methods of analysis in human genetics, and the genetics of intelligence, to 
pathological states and their clinical descriptions. A comprehensive bibliography to 
this vast subject is here impossible but Professor Penrose refers to work of historical 
and basic interest and to papers typical of recent contributions to the subject, besides 
drawing on his classical report, A Clinical and Genetic Study of 1,280 Cases of Mental 
Defect (Medical Research Council Special Report Series, No. 229, 1938), for many 
examples. Professor J. B. S. Haldane contributes the preface to this text-book for 
specialists.

THE BLESSING OF THE HOLY SPIRIT. J. E. Fison. Longmans, Green, cloth

In this book Canon Fison, an evangelical theologian of the Church of England, 
examines the doctrine of the Holy Spirit in the light of Biblical Theology, viewed from 
the Scriptural evidence, and in the light of modern theology. The work concludes 
with a discussion of Holy Baptism. (231.3) 


THE EIGHT DEADLIER SINS. Hubert C. Libbey. Foreword by the Bishop 

of London. Longmans, Green, cloth 4s.; paper bound 2s.6d. sF8. 128 pages. 
This book is the Bishop of London’s Lent Book for 1950 and consists of a series of 
meditations on the spiritual sins enumerated in the Litany: blindness of heart, pride, 
vainglory, hypocrisy; envy, hatred, malice and all uncharitableness. Lest such themes 
become too negative, they are preceded by chapters on “The Joy of God’ and ‘The 
God of Hope’. (233.2) 
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DAYBREAK IN JAMAICA. F. Pilkington. Epworth Press, 10s.6d. C8. 
220 pages. 14 illustrations. 
The story of the growth of the Methodist Church in Jamaica, from the days of Gilbert, 


a black servant baptized by Wesley in 1758, who returned to Jamaica converted and 
commenced teaching the faith. (266.7) 


RELIGION AND THE RISE OF WESTERN CULTURE. Christopher 
Dawson. The Gifford Lectures delivered in the University of Edinburgh, 
1948-1949, Sheed & Ward, 15s. 1C8. 302 pages. 8 illustrations. Index. 


Mr. Christopher Dawson in this volume continues his masterly handling of the relation 
between religion and culture which he began in the first series of Gifford Lectures in 
1947. The book surveys the Christian motives as they infiltrated and penctrated the 
peoples of the Dark and Middle Ages, and examines the impact of the varying forms 
of religious and secular life upon the changing patterns of medicval society. (270) 


MEDIAEVAL PAPALISM. Walter Ullmann. Methuen, 18s. D8. 244 pages. 
Indexes. 
This book consists of the Maitland lectures delivered in the University of Cambridge, 
1948. They are by the Lecturer in Medieval History in the University of Leeds, a 
distinguished authority on the medieval lawyers. The book is a learned and scholarly 
examination of the great doctrines of medieval canon lawyers, particularly as they 
concern the assertion of papal power, and relate to the medieval tension between the 
spiritual and temporal power of Papacy and Empire. (270.3) 


OFFICIAL YEAR BOOK OF THE CHURCH OF ENGLAND, 1950. 68th 
year of issue. Press and Publications Board of the Church Assembly and Society 
for Promoting Christian Knowledge, 12s.6d. D8. 593 pages. Index. 


This issue follows previous ones on general lines, with four main differences: firstly, 
the inclusion of full Confirmation statistics for the first time since the 1942 issue; 
secondly, the omission of the Parochial statistics; thirdly, the expansion with brief 
hinssical notes of the section on Chapels Royal, Collegiate Churches and kindred 
institutions; fourthly, the addition of a long section on the Ecumenical Movement. As 
usual, there is information on the dioceses and the Church Assembly, with a “Who's 
Who’ of the Church Assembly and a list of Organizations of the Church, with 
sections on the Church overseas. Details are also given of the Theological Faculties and 
Colleges of the English Universities, and the Central Advisory Council of Training 
for the Ministry. (283.42) 


THE CHURCH OF ENGLAND IN THE TWENTIETH CENTURY. Vol. II 
(1919-1939). Roger Lloyd. Longmans, Green, 18s.6d. sD8. 322 pages. Index. 


Dr. Lloyd, who is a Canon of Winchester, here continues his studies of modern Angli- 
can development and begins the volume with ‘Disenchantment in the 1920s’. He 
discusses in succeeding chapters the theological movements of the last twenty years 
and the part played by Anglicans in awakening concern for the social order. He 
devotes a chapter to “The Church and Housing’, and then turns to the question of the 
state of the clergy and of the nation. The latter part of the book is concerned with the 
Cathedrals, the “search for Christian Unity’ and the Missionary task of the modern

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METHODIST DIRECTORY, 1949-50. Methodist Publishing House, 2s.6d. 
D8. 130 pages. Indexes. Paper bound. 
A new issue of this compendium of information concerning the Methodist Conference, 
officials and ministers. It gives arrangements for the Conference to be held in Bradford 
in July 1950 and details of presidents and secretaries of other conferences all over the 
world. There are lists of ministers and probationers, including addresses, in Great 
Britain and Ireland; ministers of the Reformed Church of France in French West 
Africa; ministers of the South African Conference; and ministers and preachers on 
trial at the Conference in Ireland, as well as those permitted to serve in connection with 
the Church of South India. An alphabetical list of lay members of committees in 
Britain is also included.

QUAKER SOCIAL HISTORY, 1669-1738. Arnold Lloyd. Introduction 
by Herbert G. Wood. Longmans, Green, 21s. D8. 222 pages. Frontispiece. 
12 facsimiles. Bibliographies. Index. 


Dr. Lloyd has made an authoritative contribution to Quaker history which will be of 
considerable value to students of seventeenth-century religious thought and practice, 
and not without interest to general readers. The book is based throughout on original 
sources, some of which have not been used before, and is fully documented in notes 
appended to each chapter. It shows the means by which Quakers maintained Christian 
standards in business and domestic life, and how a central administrative assembly was 
established in London. The author analyses the growth of this executive committee and 
of various other branches of the Society. He deals with the Quaker system of poor 
relief, the marriage procedure, the work of women’s meetings, the control of the 
Quaker press and the other methods by which they evolved a functional authori- 
tarianism. He describes George Fox’s part in all this. There are excellent bibliographies 
of manuscript and printed sources. Professor H. G. Wood writes in his introduction 
that Dr. Lloyd’s study ‘brings out both the true insight of early Friends into the 
practice of Christianity and also some of the limitations of outlook incidental to the 
development of the Society as an organised church’. (289.6)

INFLUENCE ON HUMAN FERTILITY DURING THE PAST FIFTY 
YEARS. E. Lewis-Faning for the Royal College of Obstetricians and 
Gynaecologists. H.M. Stationery Office, 4s. sR8. 216 pages. Tables. Paper 
bound. (Papers of the Royal Commission on Population Vol. 1) 
This report, Volume I of the Papers of the Royal Commission on Population, is the 
result of an investigation made by the Royal College of Obstetriciansand Gynaecolo- 
gists at the request of the Biological and Medical Committee of the Commission. Cer- 
tain questions on what the Commission called ‘the mechanics of family limitation’ 
required authoritative answers and these were provided by means of questionnaires 
completed in respect of married women by qualified members of the medical pro- 
fession. Details of the contraceptive practice and the reproductive history of the women 
and information about their social and economic status were thus obtained. A com- 
mittee of ten specialists was appointed by the College to plan and supervise the conduct 
of this inquiry, and had among its members Dr. E. Lewis-Faning, statistician in the 
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Department of Preventive Medicine, Welsh National School of Medicine, and former- 
ly of the Medical Research Council's statistical staff. Dr. Lewis-Faning initiated and 
carried out this large investigation and was responsible for the writing of the compre- 
hensive report, which will be of great value to anyone who wishes to conduct research 
into this subject.

CONSERVATISM REVISITED. The Revolt against Revolt, 1815-1949. Peter 
Viereck. Lehmann, 7s.6d. C8. 168 pages. Notes. 
Dr. Viereck, Associate Professor of European History at Mount Holyoke College, 
South Hadley, Mass., U.S.A., is a young American writer whose study of the intel- 
lectual origins of National Socialism, Metapolitics from the Romantics to Hitler (1941), 
attracted wide attention. This new essay formulates a conservative credo for our own 
day by a penetrating and witty analysis of Prince Metternich’s political thought and 
by a vindication of the responsible conservatism of the past. The opening chapter 
attempts a definition and survey of conservatism in its cultural context of classicism 
and humanism. The two remaining chapters examine respectively the conservative 
way to internationalism and to freedom. To reassess our crisis the historian must 
revisit an earlier similar crisis; in this context Metternich’s Concert of Europe is 
regarded as an ancestor of Western Union, which can learn what to avoid by an 
examination of the Concert’s defects. The book is well written and fully documented.

THE CHRISTIAN CITIZEN IN A MULTI-RACIAL SOCIETY. Christian 
Council of South Africa (Lovedale, South Africa), 5s. M8. 106 pages. 
An important conference of European, coloured and African delegates was called at 
Johannesburg in July 1949, to discuss aspects of race relations from the Christian view- 
point. The more important papers have now been printed in this brochure, including 
addresses on the historical approach, anthropological background, and practical 
problems of race contact. The chief finding of the conference: that the real need of 
South Africa is not apartheid (separation) but eendrag (unity through team-work).

JOHN LOCKE'S POLITICAL PHILOSOPHY. Eight Studies. J. W. Gough. 
Oxford University Press, 128.6d. C8. 212 pages. Appendix. Index. 
These studies of a famous seventeenth-century English philosopher deal with separate 
topics of particular interest rather than with the whole of his political theory. The 
subjects chosen are the law of nations, the rights of the individual, government by 
consent, Locke’s theory of property, the separation of powers and sovereignty, Locke 
and the revolution of 1688, political trusteeship, and the development of Locke’s 
belief in toleration. An appendix gives addenda and corrigenda to Fox Bourne’s 
version of Locke’s Essay concerning Toleration (1667), from the final version in the 


Lovelace Collection (Bodleian Library). The author is a Fellow of Oriel College, 
Oxford.

POWERS, DUTIES AND LIABILITIES OF AN ELECTION AGENT AND 
OF A RETURNING OFFICER AT A PARLIAMENTARY ELECTION IN 
ENGLAND AND WALES. F. R. Parker. Edited by O. F. Dowson and 
H. W. Wightwick. sth edition. Charles Knight, 63s. sR8. 620 pages. Tables. 
Appendices. Index. 

The electoral law of England was amended in many of its major aspects in 1948 and 


was consolidated in 1949 with the result that much of the previous edition of this work 
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has been rewritten. One of the most important changes in the law relates to election 
expenses of candidates and other changes relate to broadcasting other than by the 
British Broadcasting C orporation, use of motor vehicles at elections and the use of 
‘poll cards’. This book i is a complete statement of the law in force and has been com- 
piled in three sections, namely, preparation for the election, the election itself, and 
offences and proceedings consequent thereon. It reviews comprehensively both statute 
and case law and, although it might appear to have been written primarily for the use 
of election agents and returning officers, it should also adequately serve the needs of 
members of the legal profession and others interested in the electoral system of 
England and Wales. Appendices contain relevant statutes, statutory instruments and 
forms. The editors are barristers-at-law and recognized authorities on the subject.

DOCUMENTS ON GERMAN FOREIGN POLICY, 1918-1945. Series D. 
Vol. 1. From Neurath to Ribbentrop (September 1937-September 1938). 
H.M. Stationery Office, 21s. R8. 1,325 pages. Analytical list of documents.

This collection of documents from the archives of the German Foreign Ministry is 
the first of six volumes relating to the origins of the Second World War and comprises 
material discovered in the Harz mountains by the American First Army in April 1945. 
The English edition is a photolithographic reproduction of the original U.S. State 
Department public ation of 1949. Interest in this first volume is focused on the two 
main topics of the relations between Germany and the other Great Powers in 1937-8 
and the Austrian Anschluss in March 1938, although treatment of the former subject 
is incomplete, since where it is a matter of relations with Czechoslovakia or the 
Spanish Civil War the relevant documents have been reserved for Volumes II and III 
respectively. The joint American-British editorship (with the French editors advising 
in the later stages) has selected the evidence in such a way as to show clearly the 
primary stages in the development of every problem studied. Editorial notes have 
been kept to the minimum compatible with the essential elucidation of the text, and 
scrupulous care for precision distinguishes the translation. An analytical list of docu- 
ments presented facilitates reference, while the appendices include a general analysis of 
the captured archives. A plan of the German Foreign Ministry organization on Decem- 
ber 1, 1937, a list of German files used, another of persons mentioned, with brief 
biographical details, and a glossary of German terms and abbreviations complete the 
contents of an invaluable source-book for the history of the period. (327.43) 


THE NIGERIAN LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. Joan Wheare. Introduction by 
Margery Perham.

The purpose of this book is to trace the development of Nigerian constitutional forms. 

In 1922 a Legislative Council for the Colony and the southern Protectorate was 

established on which sat four elected Africans, the first so elected in the British African 

colonies; the northern states were excluded save for finance. The book examines the 
working of this Council from 1922 to August 1946, when a new constitution came iito 
force for the whole of Nigeria. The object of this constitution was to promote the unity 
of Nigeria; it provides for sixteen official and tweuty-eight unofficial members, of 
whom two official and nine unofficial are drawn from the Northern Provinces. There 
are, in addition, four Regional Assemblies. Since the completion of this book, however, 
the 1946 constitution has itself come under review by a Select Committee in 1949, and it 
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may be only a short time before further developments on the eagerly desired road of 
self-government may take place. This study is the essential prologue to the constitu- 
tional act now being staged in Nigeria. 328.669) 


PARLIAMENTARY PROCEDURE IN SOUTH AFRICA. Ralph Kilpin. 2nd 
edition.

The first edition of this standard work by the Clerk of the Union House of Assembly 
was published in 1946 and has bs en out of print for some time. Based in the main on 
procedure in the British Houses of Parliament, South African procedure has deve ‘loped 
some characteristics of its own, which are lucidly described with a wealth of supporting 
authority. The author deals with private, public and hybrid bill procedure, motions, 
amendments and divisions, rules of debate and powers and privileges of members and 
of the Speaker. The work concludes with facsimiles of an order paper, a public bill, 
and a time-table of business in the House of Assembly. (328.68)

LAW AND THE EXECUTIVE IN BRITAIN. A Comparative Study. 
Bernard Schwartz. Cambridge University Press, 45s. M8. 398 pages. Tables.

The devolution of legislative and judicial functions upon the Executive is a matter of 

topical intcrest to all and of considerable concern to many. The axiom ‘supremacy of 

law’ has been a dominant feature in the Anglo-American constitutional system and a 

much treasured check over the power of the Executive. There has, of recent years, been 

a steady increase in such power, the tendency of Parliament being to place still greater 

authority in the hands of Ministers and their administrative officials. Legislative power 

has been delegated to thera and administrative tribunals set up under the authority of 

Acts of Parliament to the exclusion of the Courts of Law. Lord Chief Justice Hewart 

launched an attack on administrative law in his book The New Despotism (1929) to 

which a reply was made in the Report of a Committee set up to consider Minister's 

Powers (1932. Command Paper No. 4060). Since that time much has happened and, 

although this book has been written to fill the gap in American knowledge, it is a most 

welcome addition to the literature on the subject and one in which readers in all 
countries will find much to interest them in the study of the growth of the British 
administrative system. The author, who is of the New York University School of Law, 
has reviewed the whole field clearly and comprehensively and he deals with the sub- 
ject under the following heads—Executive Power and the disappearance of law; Dele- 
gated legislation; Administrative justice; Legislative checks; Judicial control, ultra 
vires, natural justice, law and fact; and Executive Power in emergency. He quotes 
authorities in footnotes and it is obvious that the work is one of considerable impor- 
tance, not only academically, but to the ordinary citizen. (351.9) 


ADMINISTRATIVE TRIBUNALS AT WORK. A Symposium. General

The administrative tribunals, i.e. tribunals other than the Courts of Law, functioning 

in England at the present time number more than 200 and little is known of their work. 

They have been established under authority of Acts of Parliament for some specific 
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purpose connected with the administration of the Acts, professional discipline, or the 
rights and duties of members of the public. This book is a collection of studies by 
experts in which are described the different types of tribunals and the way in which 
they work. The editor, a solicitor who has practised before many of the tribunals, 
contributes one of the essays and a comprehensive introduction and a foreword has 
been written by Dr. W. A. Robson, an authority on administrative law. The book 
contains seven essays: Tribunals for Conscientious Objectors, R. $. W. Pollard; 
Administration in 1945 of some tribunals appointed by the Minister of Labour, 
D. S. Stokes; Appeal Tribunals under the National Assistance Act, 1948, George Lach; 
Furnished Houses Rent Tribunals, “Adjutor’; Valuation for Rates Tribunals, N.A.D. 
Willshire; Appeals in Town and Country Planning Law, S. A. de Smith; and the 
Professional Discipline of Solicitors, T. G. Lund. An appendix contains a most 
valuable classified list of administrative tribunals now in existence, showing their 
functions and the authority under which they were established. This information 
cannot readily be ascertained in any other published work. The book is issued under 
the auspices of the Institute of Public Administration.

Details are also given of government depart- 
ment officials, the Foreign and Diplomatic Services, and ambassadors and ministers to 
and from London. Parliamentary terms and proceedings are included, and there are 
entries on the Government of Northern Ireland, Dominions Parliaments, and Gover- 
nors of Dominions and Colonies.

legislation and social services. There is a short bibliography and a folding map showing 
in colour the various scheduled and released native areas. This edition has been brought 
up to date to include legislation in 1947, has a foreword by the late Secretary for 
Native Affairs, Mr. W. J. A. Mears, and is sponsored officially by the Department of 
Native Affairs.

municipal’ is the author’s own, accurate description of the work. It is a clear statement

The 
book includes chapters on the Canadian Constitution, the Governor-General, Cabinet, 

Senate, House of Commons, Civil Service and departments of government. The dis- 

tribution of power and the vexed questions of dominion-provincial relations are 
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discussed in uncontroversial terms. The place of political parties and party conventions 
in Canadian politics, usually neglected by writers, is given some consideration. Short 
statements on provincial and municipal government, with an appendix giving the 
text of the British North America Acts, 1867-1949, conclude the work. The author, 
who is Professor of Political Economy in the University of Toronto, is well-known for 
his books on the Constitution, particularly The Government of Canada (1947).

In this book the author, who served in the British Air Ministry Intelligence during the 
1939-45 war, has made full use of his opportunities for assessing the worth of the 
Soviet military and naval aviation. After surveying Soviet air achievements during 
the war, he gives his answers to some of today’s questions about its present and future 
capabilities. How far is the Soviet Air Force dependent on technical assistance and 
supplies from abroad? What assistance of this kind is Russia now getting? How good 
is her air defence against strategic bombing? What use could she make of the atom 
bomb? His remarks on these subjects include many revealing observations about the 
Russian character and aims in general. The book is small for its subject, but well- 
planned, and includes short histories of the formation, organization and training of the 
Soviet Air Force, of the aircraft industry and of Sovict airborne troops. (358.40947)

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of classics and certain other subjects, examinations, the curriculum, and ‘the old school 
tie’, together with numerous anecdotes of scholars and masters gleaned during the 
practice of his profession.

BACKWARD CHILDREN IN THE MAKING. Charles S. Segal. With an 
introductory note by Sir Cyril Burt. Muller, 7s.6d. C8. 183 pages. Map.

In 1939, Mr. Segal, who has taught in London schools for thirty years, and has 
specialized in the teaching of backward children since 1930, published the results of a 
survey of his school-children in North Kensington in a book called Penn’ orth of Chips. 
He has now made a further survey in a nearby school in North Kensington to find out 
what chang~s, if any, have occurred. The results recorded in his new book reveal a 
considerable increase in backwardness—double that of ten years ago; deterioration in 
home conditions, serious overcrowding and dil pidation; and the incidence of 
juvenile delinquency. On the other hand, health and physique have improved. On 
the basis of the facts revealed, and on the testimony of various specialists, the author 
advocates methods of teaching and draws up a social programme which, if carried 
out, he feels would do much to remedy existing evils and lead instead to ‘Happy 
Children in the Making’. (371.28) 


CURRICULUM ELEVEN TO EIGHTEEN. A memorandum based on an 
enquiry undertaken by a representative panel of members of the A.A.M.

The inquiry on which this memorandum is based was concerned in particular * with

Over 1,200 schools in England 
and Wales were asked to reply to questionnaires, and discussion and experiment were 
invited on a plan for a co-ordinated curriculum for the cleven to thirteen age group. 

For children aged thirteen to sixteen, different problems of curriculum planning are 

met, when their special aptitudes and preferences, now more evident, have to be 

provided for. Finally, the aims of sixth-form work are discussed, and the need for a 

balance between general and specialized education is stressed. The appendices, which 

occupy more than half of the book, include accounts of actual projects, local studies 

and schemes of work sent to the Committee.

The preliminary sections of the 
Calendar give general information on the administration, staff, prizes, finance, legis- 
lation, etc., ending with the full Tripos Lists for 1941-9, but the greater part consists 
of the sections relating to the various colleges and of the Alphabetical List of Members, 
which have been in no respect curtailed. The latter, in consequence of the admission of 
women to full membership of the University, now includes for the first time the names 
of members of the two women’s colleges, Girton and Newnham.

Mr. Klapper himself contributes largely to the success of 
this highly absorbing volume by the revealing accounts of bus ownership, the recon- 
struction of London Transport buses and a genuinely informative (whilst not hyper- 
technical) dissertation on the mechanism of the modern bus. For tram enthusiasts also 
there is a wealth of interest. Historical references are copious and surprisingly detailed 
and the completeness and generally high standard of the photographs do much to 
assist the text.

given. Colloquialisms, slang, and American expressions common in spoken English 
are included. Guidance is given in the use of words, derivations are shown and pro- 
nunciation indicated by re-spelling. A brief history of the English language precedes 
the dictionary, and appendices contain lists of words and phrases from Latin, Greek 
and modern foreign languages, names (with notes) from mythology, legend, etc., 
prefixes and suffixes, and abbreviations. The maps are of the Ancient World. (423)

Logarithms of Trigonometrical Functions. 2nd, enlarged, edition. Machinery 
Publishing Co. (Brighton), 5s.6d. D8. 90 pages of tables of logarithms and 
45 pages of tables of logarithms for trigonometrical functions. 
These tables enable the logarithm of a five-figure number to be read off directly to 
five figures; the tables, occupying ninety pages, are clearly printed in old-style unequal- 
height numerals, though there is some cramping which makes reading of the lower 
rows of a page awkward. The remainder of the book contains values of the six 
trigonometrical functions to five places of decimals, at intervals of one minute. (510.8) 


MAKERS OF MATHEMATICS. Alfred Hooper. Faber & Faber, 18s. sD8. 
385 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
A history of mathematical ideas, from the primitive notion of number to the begin- 
nings, in the early nineteenth century, of the modern period. Intended for the non- 
specialist, the book assumes very little knowledge of mathematics; beginning with 
their elements, it explains trigonometry, the differential calculus and complex num- 
bers, at length and in detail but to no great depth. Personal details about the great 
mathematicians are freely interwoven, on the one hand with their mathematical 
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discoveries and on the other with the general cultural background of their times. The 
author has taught at Williams College, Massachusetts, U.S.A.

THE EINSTEIN THEORY OF RELATIVITY. Text by Lillian R. Lieber, 


drawings by Hugh Gray Lieber. Dennis Dobson, 18s.D8. 324 pages. Illus- 
trations. Bibliography. 


The authors are Professors, one of Mathematics, the other of Fine Arts in Long Island 
University, U.S.A., and have already collaborated in works intended to popularize 
mathematics. In the present book, the pictures are amusing, though not always hel 

ful; the text, broken into short lines, presents one idea at a time, and for the first half 
is clear and informative. The Special Theory of Relativity is excellently described, and 
the preliminary sections on the General Theory should be readily understood by the 
layman, to whom the book is addressed; but the later sections, dealing with the tensor 
calculus, will make heavy demands on the non-mathematical reader. (530.1) 


ELECTRIC CIRCUIT THEORY. An Introduction to Steady State and 
Transient Theory based on the Superposition Principle. H. Tropper. 
Longmans, Green, 15s. D8. 164 pages. Tables. Diagrams. Index 


Physical measuring, with a minimum of mathematics, from a number of theories 
based on the superposition principle and the ideas of duality is used to solve various 
networks. The solution of steady state circuits includes symmetrical components while 
transients are solved by Heaviside’s Expansion Formula, which is substantiated from 
considerations of functional transformation. The book is suitable for the practising 
engineer or as an introduction to a full study of the subject. (537.6) 


MAGNETISM. D. Schoenberg. Sigma Books, 10s.6d. C8. 216 pages. Illustra- 
tions. Diagrams. Bibliography. Glossary. Index. (Introduction to Science 
Series) 


This book sets a high standard as an introduction to magnetic theory. Lucidly written 
by an authority on the subject, it should prove a valuable asset to those concerned with 
learning the fundamental principles of magnetism and electricity. The more advanced 
chapters on ferromagnetism and the magnetic properties of matter should be readily 
understood by any student with an elementary scientific knowledge. Pages 75-7 
contain a certain amount of postulated theory which is likely to be subject to revision 
with the present rapid discoveries in nuclear physics. (538)

THE CHEMICAL ANALYSIS OF FOODS. A Practical Treatise on the 
Examination of Foodstuffs and the Detection of Adulterants. H. E. Cox. 
4th edition. Churchill, 28s. D8. 340 pages. 39 illustrations. Index. 

A well-known text-book of good standing for the practical food analyst. As the author 

states in his preface to this new edition, certain matter which is becoming out of date 

has been excluded in order to make room for new data; methods for the determination 

of various trace elements and preservatives and also for the chemical or biochemical 

estimation of certain of the vitamins have been expanded; and new data on baking 
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powders, vinegars, soya meal, onions, meat extracts, sausages, tomatoes, ketchups, 
egg products, and other foodstuffs are given. Only those Ministry of Food Orders or 
Standards which seem likely to be of permanent value are mentioned. (543.1)

THE SEA AND ITS MYSTERIES. John S. Colman. Bell, 12s.6d. C8. 
285 pages. Colour frontispiece. 16 plates. 36 figures. Bibliography. 
Maps. Index. 
The study of the sea is an endless study, and one which has only recently come from 
the realms of ‘museum’ or exploratory science to those of the general public. This 
book, designed to explain the bases of the study of oceanography and allied subjects 
to the normal reader, should succeed remarkably well. The author has deliberately taken 
the line that it is better to describe certain aspects of his subject in full, omitting others, 
than to provide a little information about everything. But the chapter headings them- 
selves, “The Shape of the Sea’, ‘Currents, Waves and Tides’, “Coral Reefs’, ‘Fish, 
Whales and their Migrations’, for example, give a fair idea of the scope of the book. 
The last of all, “The Amateur Naturalist at Sea’, will be especially welcome, for it 
shows how anyone with the least interest in the subject can improve his knowledge 
and amuse himself during a long sea-voyage, which no one who owns this book need 
ever find boring! (551.46) 


CLIMATOLOGY. Treated Mainly in Relation to Distribution in Time and 
Place. W. G. Kendrew. Oxford University Press, 30s. M8. 383 pages. 
16 plates. 126 figures in text. Index. 

A completely rewritten version of the author’s Climate with changes so extensive as to 

necessitate a change of title. The book deals with conditions at the earth’s surface 

almost exclusively. It is mainly a description of the physical factors determining the 
distribution of meteorological elements; it is not a detailed climatology such as 

C. E. P. Brooks’s Climate: a Handbook, and it does not deal with past climates or 

climatic change. It can be recommended for use by geographical students. (551.5) 


THE OBSERVERS BOOK OF BRITISH GEOLOGY. I. O. Evans. Warne, 
ss. sPott 8. 266 pages. 12 plates in colour. 170 black-and-white illustra- 
tions. Index. (The Observer's Pocket Series) 

This new addition fills a gap in this well-known series of pocket-books for the field 

naturalist, and will be the more welcome in that it deals with a subject not often con- 

sidered in popular works. Although the arrangement is not very easy to follow, every 
type of rock is dealt with, and there is an especially long section on fossils; another, 
in which common and well-known minerals are described, also covers much ground 
that will be new to many amateur naturalists. A final chapter shows the effects of 
weather, and of earth movements in general, on scenery. The illustrations are excel- 
lent. Professor H. L. Hawkins contributes a foreword. (554.2)

BIOLOGY AND MAN. Francis G. W. Knowles. Harrap, tos.6d. C8. 304 
pages. Illustrations. Tables. Index. (Harrap’s Torch Books) 


A concise study of biology and the importance of the science of life to humanity in 
general. Part 1 deals with the classification, balance and construction of animals and 
plants, the effect of animal and plant life on human beings, parasitism, and microscopy, 
with chapters on the biology of the potato and wheat. Part 2 provides an account of 
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the functions, history, reproduction and evolution of man. The method of introducing 
the historical approach, as in the references to Hooke, Leeuwenhoek and Swammerdam 
in the chapter on minute anatomy, ensures that the reader will want to further his 
researches. A book for the layman, and for the student as a ‘refresher’ course. (570)

ANTS. Julian Huxley. Dennis Dobson, 6s. C8. 156 pages. 8 plates. Bibliography. 
Index. 
Ants, the subject of this new book by one of the world’s leading biologists, have long 
attracted the attention of men of science and others, largely on account of the organi- 
zation of their social life. Dr. Huxley here examines the workings of the ant ‘system’, 
comparing it step by step with that of man’s own social order, and pointing out that 
apparent similarities are only superficial. The life of the ants, in fact, must of necessity 
be completely different from our own, for it is governed by the fact that they are 
insects, with all the advantages and disadvantages of such invertebrates. Ants, in fact, 
have reached the limit of their evolutionary expansion, while man may well be, Dr. 
Huxley remarks, at the beginning of his. It is against this background of general 
biological science that the ant system is examined, and although this book is in the 
main a summary of the work of numerous entomologists and others through many 
years of research, it is also a brilliant exposition of the most recent ideas on the subject 
of social development among insects. Like all Huxley’s work, it is remarkable for 
lucid and pleasant writing of a type only rarely found in scientific books, and it will 
certainly add to his alrc dy wide public in all parts of the world. (595.796) 


BIRD WATCHING AND BIRD BEHAVIOUR. Julian S. Huxley. Reprint. 
Dennis Dobson, 6s. C8. 128 pages. Frontispiece. 8 plates. 

This book contains a series of six talks given by Dr. Huxley during the spring of 1930, 
and originally published the same year. Ornithological science has advanced immensely 
since that date, and Dr. Huxley’s fame as a biologist has become world-wide, but these 
delightful talks—‘a mere aperitif’ as their author calls them—are in no way outdated. 
Every aspect of bird life as it affects the amateur bird-watcher and naturalist is dealt 
with in Dr. Huxley’s most pleasant light manner, and this at times disguises the great 
amount of very valuable hard fact which the book contains. Of the six chapters, 
perhaps the last, in which the author discusses the evolutionary aspects of bird life and 
the contribution which birds have to make to man’s enjoyment of his own environ- 
ment, is pe rm 8 the most interesting at the present time; but no one buying this 
excellent little book will fail to read it from cover to cover with pleasure and profit.

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BRITISH WADERS IN THEIR HAUNTS. S. Bayliss Smith. Bell, 21s. C4. 
171 pages. 53 photographs by the author and 26 by other bird photo- 
graphers, with 3 plates of Waders in Flight by Basil Laker. Maps. Supple- 


ment. 
This is a most important new bird book. The group with which it deals—the wader— 
is one to which few monographs have been devoted and one in which Britain is not 


| 
rich in so far as breeding spec i are concerned. But the British Isles see a large number 
of migrant species, which comprise in fact a considerable proportion of those breeding 
in Europe; moreover, some other species are now breeding again in British haunts 
which have been deserted for very many years. Having described the technique by 
which his own photographs have been obtained—using a ‘hide’ erected on a tidal 
mudflat where the birds congregated in large numbers—the author considers the 
species in small groups, placing together those which share their habitats or habits with 
similar species. Besides his own photographs, which show a number of superb shots of 
groups of these fascinating birds, he makes use of those of a number of well-known 
continental photographers, chiefly those working in the bird reserves of Holland, 
where many rare wader species breed. After the main body of the text comes a supple- 
ment in which the major characteristics of the various species are tabulated and des- 
cribed; there are also distribution maps of the species breeding in Britain. The book is 
beautifully produced; it is a credit to its writer and publisher and is eloquent of the 


present lively state of the science of ornithology in Britain. (598.3)

BRITISH INVENTIONS. F, Sherwood Taylor. The British Council: Longmans, 
Green, 1s. sD8. 44 pages. 27 illustrations. Paper bound. (British Life and

Dr. Taylor is Curator of the Museum of the History of Science at Oxford. ‘The 
essence of an invention’, he states, ‘is the finding out of a way of making a new and 
useful thing’, and he shows that in this field from the mid-seventeenth century on- 
wards more basic and secondary inventions have been originated in Britain than in any 
other country. Much information is succintly presented under such headings as 
Scientific Instruments (including navigation instruments), Machines to make Machines, 
touching on the development of materials, The Steam Engine, discussing power- 
driven machine tools, mechanical engineering, steam transport, the mines, and the 
mechanization of industry; The Rise of Modern Engineering (c. 1850) discusses stecl, 
weapons, transport, construction, and agriculture; other sections deal with The 
Distribution of Power (coal-gas and internal combustion engines, and the use of 
electricity), Chemical Manufactures, Instruments in the Nineteenth Century, and, 
finally, British Invention in Modern times. The author has tried to indicate en passant 
something of the industrial and social origins and consequences of British inventive- 
ness.

This is an account of the work sponsored during these years by the Medical Research 
Council (and their Industrial Health Research Board) at the Council’s research estab- 
lishments and elsewhere. The report includes, in addition, full bibliographical details 
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of papers published by members of the Council's scientific staff and by grant-holders, 
a report on the work of the Public Health Laboratory Service, and details of the 
membership of the Council’s scientific committees. (610.72) 


INFANT NUTRITION: ITS PHYSIOLOGICAL BASIS. F. W. Clements. 
Wright (Bristol), 21s. sD8. 254 pages. 14 figures. References. Index. 
The author, Chief of the Nutrition Section, World Health Organization, Geneva, has 
here assembled, with references to his personal experience, facts gathered during the 
last twenty years from scientific journals and monographs. As the sources of his 
information are clearly documented, the book gives a guide to the history of scientific 
infant feeding, besides providing a valuable and practical introduction to the subject 
for the paediatrician and mothercraft nurse. The wide scope of the book is apparent 
from the six main sections: Part 1, Aspects of tissue metabolism as a basis for an under- 
standing of facts influencing foetal nutrition and the secretion of milk; Part 2, Princi- 
ples of foetal nutrition; Part 3, A summary of our knowledge of chemical and physical 
properties of human milk; Part 4, Physiology of digestion and of water balance in the 
young infant; Part 5, Requirements of infants for calories and main nutrients; Part 6, 
Clinical application of the above data, with a chapter on the main deficiency states 
occurring in infants and young children. (612.3942) 


PENICILLIN: ITS PRACTICAL APPLICATION. Under the general editor- 
ship of Sir Alexander Fleming. 2nd edition. Butterworth, 30s. sD8. 505 
pages. Illustrations. References. Index. 

In his preface here, three years after the appearance of the first edition, Sir Alexander 

Fleming points out that the two great changes that have taken place are the increased 

purity of commercial penicillin and the introduction of procaine penicillin. The con- 

tributors who have rewritten their sections are substantially the same, the methods 
they advocate now being less diverse, although not completely uniform. New chap- 
ters have been added on penicillin sensitivity, its use in acute infectious diseases, and on 
streptomycin. In an appendix, there is a brief note on penicillin resistance, and another 
on chloromycetin and aureomycin, subjects so new that an exhaustive account is not 
at present worth while. There are useful references at the end of each chapter, and the 

standard of production shows a great advance on that of the 1946 edition. (615.32924) 

TUBERCULOSIS NURSING. Jessie G. Eyre. H. K. Lewis, 21s. L.Post 8. 303 
pages. 103 illustrations. Charts. Diagrams. Index. 

This comprehensive and well-illustrated book, by the Senior Sister Tutor, St. Helier 

Hospital, Carshalton, fills a gap in nursing literature. It is intended as a guide to those 

wishing to gain additional postgraduate experience or to specialize in this branch of 

nursing. The author gives considerable attention to collapse therapy and chest surgery, 
in which branches the modern treatment of pulmonary tuberculosis has most developed 
and to the care of the patienc in hospital. Other chapters of special interest are those 
on chemotherapy, including the use of streptomycin, ¢ alciferol and para-aminosalicylic 
acid, on tuberculosis of the bones and joints, and on tuberculosis care and after-care 

schemes. ; (616.246) 

THE PATHOLOGY OF ARTICULAR AND SPINAL DISEASES. Douglas 
H. Collins. Edward Arnold, 35s. IM8. 339 pages. 199 figures. References. 
Index. 

The Reader in Clinical Pathology, University of Leeds, found the material for this 

well-illustrated work on the morbid anatomy of the joints and spine in the laboratories 

to the wards of the general, orthopaedic and rheumatism hospitals at Leeds, Sheffield 
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and Harrogate. The increasing number of practitioners specializing in the disorders of 
the skeletal system base their knowledge of pathological processes on radiology, and 
few study the diseases from post-mortem examinations or from histological speci- 
mens. As the book is designed to represent this neglected aspect of the subject, copious 
illustrations of anatomical dissections and microscopical preparations are provided. 
The value of the work is further enhanced by adequate references. After introductory 
chapters on the anatomy and physiology of joint tissues and bone and a short review of 
bone diseases, the author develops the main theme, diseases of joints and spine. While 
the book is mainly devoted to unchanging pathological processes, the author refers to 
the new investigations with adrenal and pituitary hormones and to older theories of the 
nature of rheumatoid arthritis and rheumatic fever. (616.7) 


HANDBOOK OF MEDICAL PROTOZOOLOGY FOR MEDICAL MEN, 
PARASITOLOGISTS AND zooLocisTs. Cecil A. Hoare. Baillicre, 
Tindall & Cox, 35s. M8. 350 pages. 3 colour plates. Illustrations. Diagrams. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Dr. Hoare, Protozoologist to the Wellcome Laboratories of Tropical Medicine, fills 

a gap in medical knowledge at a particularly apposite time since air transport is now 

rapidly removing the barriers to the spread of protozoal diseases. The handbook 

provides the medical practitioner in the temperate zone with all the essential information 
relating to protozoa living in man and to the infections caused by them. It is based on 
lectures given by the author during the war years to postgraduate students for the 

Diploma in Tropical Medicine and Hygiene and to medical officers of the Allied 

Forces; these are now greatly expanded to serve the needs of colonial medical officers, 

both as postgraduate students and practitioners in the tropics. Veterinary practitioners 

also will find useful the author’s treatment of the comparative aspects of medical 
protozoology, while zoologists will find much to interest them in the emphasis on 
host-parasite relations between man and his protozoal parasites. An introductory 
section gives the general principles of protozoology and provides a basis for the 
following systematic account of the protozoa. The methods of diagnosis in protozoal 
infections selected for description are those which the author has found most reliable 
and simple to use. For the clinical aspects of the protozoal diseases, except in so far as 
they are identical with host-parasite interactions, and for therapeutic measures, 

Dr. Hoare refers the student to the relevant literature. The format of this reliable 

and comprehensive text-book is particularly well suited to its purpose, and binding and

PHOTOELASTICITY: PRINCIPLES AND METHODS. H. T. Jessop and 
F. C. Harris. Cleaver-Hume, 28s. R8. 184 pages. 163 illustrations and 
diagrams. Index. 


Addressed to engineers, this book shows the methods of calculating the magnitude and 
directions of stresses at all points in a model made of transparent plastic when the 
model is stressed mechanically and illuminated by polarized light. The transmission of 
polarized light through the model produces a distinctive pattern of light fringes and 
from methods derived from the theory of elasticity the stresses can be calculated. By 
the principles of similarity the stresses in the real structure, of which the model is 
representative, can then be deduced. The book is partly mathematical but can be read 
by engineers without extensive knowledge of mathematics. Photoelasticity is a cheap 
and rapid method of stress determination and yields very full information on stresses 
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in the structure. The book is most useful as an introduction to the subject, especially 
as a preparatory text for a study of the more advanced works by Coker, Filon and 
Frocht. The authors are attached to University College, London, as teachers of engi- 
neering and mathematics, and mathematics, respectively. (620.1123)

In keeping with the latest trends, emphasis is laid on the co-opera- 
tion (new in Britain) between agriculture and forestry, while the changes in local 
administration and their effects are also described. The well-chosen illustrations add 
considerably to the value of this little book, which gives an excellent picture of the 
part played in British life by the country’s greatest industry, agriculture.

A technical history which describes the materials and mechanisms of clockmaking. 


The book is addressed primarily to the practising clockmaker but covers many aspects 
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of the subject which are of interest also to the enthusiast who has made old clocks his 
hobby and to the connoisseur of clock designs. Separate chapters deal with specific 
parts of the clock—pendulum, striking mechanism, wheel and pivots—as well as with 
the well-known types of long-case (‘grandfather’), lantern and bracket clocks. A 
particularly useful chapter, with numerous illustrations, describes varieties of clock 
hands. The lengthy Appendix II (73 pages) incorporates the section on turret clocks 
and gravity escapements from Grimthorpe’s Treatise on Clocks, Watches, and Bells 
(1903), an important text-book now out of print. The present book, written by the 
late Workshops Superintendent of the Engineering Department, Cambridge Univer- 


sity, was first published in 1925. The illustrations are informative and well-chosen,

It is an impressive beginning to what may well 
prove to be a reference work of real importance, both to the architectural profession 
and to students as well as to the intelligent lay public. Mr. Whittick’s method is to 
deal broadly with the main developments that have influenced European architecture 
since the late eighteenth century, giving progressively closer and more detailed atten- 
tion to trends and events as he approaches the present. The illustrations to the text 
have been chosen with great care and provide a probably unique pictorial survey of the 
architecture of the period.

This authoritative work, first published in 1935, is a detailed survey of the history of 
English glassware from the end of the Rom yn occupation of Britain to the present day. 
The ear rly chapters are somewhat technical, perhaps, for the general reader, but con- 
tain the fullest account in English of Romano-British and Anglo-Saxon glass which 


was, in fact, made in the Seine-Rhine area. In subsequent chapters the introduction of 
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‘Venetian’ glass manufacture by Verzelini, the rise of English crystal and the applica- 
tion of current styles such as baroque, rococo, Adam, etc., to glass vessels, are well set 
out in the general narrative. Unlike many works written solely for connoisseurs this 
book is particularly valuable in carrying the story up to the present day with a most 
informative discussion on Victorian glass and the influence of the 1851 Exhibition. The 
numerous, sometimes c« mnflicting, factors which determine glass design today are also 
lucidly analysed. Admirable documentation and extensive knowledge of the original 
sources—minute-books, patents, and so forth—of the glass trade are additional features 
of this book. There is a Note for Collectors, an annotated list of museums containing 
glass collections and a nine-page critical bibliography. The author, who is a Deputy 
Keeper at the Victoria and Albert Museum, London, has written a History of English 
and Irish Glass, 2 vols. (1929) and several important articles on his subject. (748.0942)

ENGLISH COTTAGE FURNITURE. F. Gordon Roe. Phoenix House, 12s.6d. 
D8. 128 pages. 32 pages of plates. Notes. Glossary. Index. 
‘Cottage furniture’ is defined in this attractive, modestly priced book, as the furniture 
normally used in the farmhouse and smaller country house. It does not differ basically 
from ‘town furniture’, on which indeed it was modelled, but represents a simpler, 
more bucolic adaptation of the expensive, carefully finished articles made for grand 
houses. The fifty-six illustrations, grouped in two series of plates, are admirably chosen 
to accompany the author’s lively, anecdotal and straightforward text. His book will 
appeal te those readers who have a taste for the ‘simpler form of antiques’ or who 
enjoy visiting their local folk museum. Mr. F. Gordon Roe is a well-known writer of 
wide interests who was at one time editor of The Connoisseur. (749.22)

E. GRACE COOMBS: ARTIST. Lorne Pierce. Ryerson Press (Toronto, 
Canada), $5.00. sR8. 32 pages. 65 plates (33 in colour). 
This attractive book consists largely of reproductions of the artist’s work, accompanied 
by a ten-page ‘partial list’ of her paintings, prepared by her librarian husband, the 
Rev. James Sharp Lawson. An affectionate and admiring tribute by her friend Dr. 
Lorne Pierce, editor of the Ryerson Press, opens the book and introduces Grace 
Coombs as equally artist and art-teacher, associated for some thirty years with the 
Ontario College of Art. In this appreciation, Dr. Pierce states that no Canadian artist 
has ever had so many reproductions published. These have led people to consider her as 
primarily a painter of flower studies, and it is perhaps to counteract this misleading im- 
pression that only fourteen flower subjects have been included here. The balance shows 
great variety—non-objective music studies, landscapes, still life, figure work—both 
oils and water-colours. The reproductions are admirable. (759.971)

LEWIS CARROLL, PHOTOGRAPHER. Helmut Gernsheim. Max Parrish, 
17s.6d. IM8. 133 pages. 64 plates. Bibliography. 
The celebrated photographer here reveals the author of the immortal Alice in Wonder- 
land as an amateur photographer of no mean order. It was a hobby to which he was 
passionately devoted, and to enable the reader to arrive at a proper evaluation of his 
achievements in that field, Mr. Gernsheim begins his book with an account of the state 
of photography in England prior to and concurrent with Carroll’s own work. He is the 
first to attempt an appreciation of Carroll’s graphic art and the result throws new light 
upon Carroll’s personality. He created remarkably original pictures, exhibiting an 
artistic adventurousness in refreshing contrast to conventional studio portraits. He was 
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particularly happy with children who were, he said, three-quarters of his life, and Mr. 
Gernsheim not only acclaims him as a pioneer of British amateur photography but as 
the most outstanding photographer of children in the nineteenth century. The book 
includes many hitherto unpublished extracts, relating to photography, from Carroll’s 
diaries, and these show how keenly his hobby obsessed him and also that he was not 
above importuning important people to sit for him. Among the portraits in the book, 
nearly all of which are reproduced for the first time, children predominate; there are 
also interesting studies of Tennyson, Rossetti, Millais, Ellen Terry, and other famous 
figures. A list of the plates in alphabetical order is accompanied by notes on the sitters. 
Carroll’s writings on photography conclude a book which will appeal not only to 
readers of Carroll but to all who are interested in photography. (770.69) 


HOW TO USE COLOUR FILM. C. Leslie Thomson. Focal Press, 6s. C8. 
136 pages. Ilustrated. Indexed glossary. (Focal Cine Books) 
Mr. Thomson, the author of Colour Transparencies (1948), contributed regularly to the 
Amateur Cine World, 1941-7, and assisted in an amateur capacity on the research side 
of colour cinematography between 1944 and 1949. In this book he first conveys a 
general idea of how colour film works and how it is constructed and then proceeds to 
give some account of the varieties of film, the role of equipment, the problem of ex- 
posure, light on colour, shooting, how to handle colour and projection and care of 
colour films.

HOW TO PROCESS SUBSTANDARD FILMS. Leslie J. Wheeler. Focal Press, 
6s.

ESSAYS AND LECTURES ON Music. Donald Francis Tovey. Edited by 
Hubert Foss.

These essays, collected from periodicals and other sources, are a part of the remainder 

of the late Professor Tovey’s published work not hitherto assembled and reprinted. 

They present a rounded and characteristic collection, ranging widely from a general 

approach to the art of music to essays of more special appeal, such as those on the 

chamber music of Dohnanyi and Brahms. The editor has made minor textual altera- 
tions; otherwise the essays appear in their original form. Of particular interest are the 
introductions written by Professor Tovey accompanying his published cadenzas to 
various classical concertos, in which he expounds his views on musical extemporiza-

DESIGNING FOR FILMS. Edward Carrick. Studio Publications, 18s. C4. 

(How to 
Do It Series) 

Edward Carrick is a distinguished film art director and the author of Art and Design in 

the British Film (1948). The present volume is a new version of Designing for Moving 

Pictures, first published in 1941, ‘to which has been added much that has been learnt in 
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recent years’. The book is divided into two sections. The first—Theory and Practice— 
discusses the growth of a new art, how a film is made, conception and design, planning 
and execution, colour, and materialization of the design. In the second section— 
Materials and Methods—there are sections on the wood-workers, the plasterers, the 
painters, on backings and trick-shots, the property department and film effects. The 
illustrations consist of reproductions of drawings by the author’s fellow de signers from 
various parts of the world and of photographs and stills. The book should be of value 
to the artist and of much general interest also.

as the Dencke Lecture at Lady Margaret Hall, Oxford, and is concerned with the 

function of the critic in different periods and the effect of critical standards on English, 
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French, and Italian poetry. Sir Herbert argues that since the majority of poets in 
practice ignore the rules formulated by critics, criticism would do better to confine 
itself to interpretation and to assessing the value of the work under discussion. “The 
Metaphysics of John Donne and Milton’, “John Donne and the “Via Media” ’, and 
‘Milton and Political Liberty’ appeared originally in the Modern Language Review. In 
the first of these Sir Herbert discusses Milton’s ambiguous attitude to the Devil in 
Paradise Lost. The essay on ‘Verse Translation’, with its study of the stylistic changes 
in the translation of Latin poetry, was the Presidential Address to the English Associa- 
tion in 1948. All these essays are distinguished by wide learning, a forthright and 
vigorous style and a peculiar insight into the aims and methods of technique. (808.1)

Mr. Huxley has divided his widely ranging anthology into sections under such head- 
ings as: Country Ecstasies; The Individual: Man and Nature; Earthly Paradise; Self 
Torture; Loneliness; Desire; Physical Passion; Comic Poetry; Colloquialism and the 
Poetry of Common Life; Nonsense; Magic; Music and Poetry; T he Rest is Silence; 
God; Death. Though mainly confined to English and French examples, Latin, 
Italian, Greek, and Spanish poetry has been drawn upon. Each section is interspersed 
with commentaries on the examples collected under that particular heading. These are 
unusually illuminating introductions to the nature of poetry. 1 he introduction itself 
briefly surveys the various conceptions of poetry held in different ages. The book was 
first published in 1932.

JOAN OF LORRAINE. A Play in Two Acts. Maxwell Anderson. John Lane

The author of Winterset, The Masque of Kings, and many other plays, has sought here 
to prove how the fundamental truths of man’s belief are as urgent today as they were 
in the fret of Europe’s early, stormy history.

Among the essays, Desmond MacCarthy writes on ‘Shooting with Wilfrid Blunt’, 
Dr. G. M. Trevelyan on “The Rights of History in Historical Fiction’, C. V. Wedg- 
wood on the masque which concluded the Christmas festivities at Whitehall in the 
year 1639-40, C. P. Snow on “Three Famous Men’ he has known—Mark Rutherford, 
Lloyd George, and H. G. Wells. The stories are by Susan Ertz, Rumer Godden, 
William Sansom, H. M. Tomlinson, and others; the poems are by Robert Conquest, 
Walter de la Mare, James Laver, and F. L. Lucas. Robert Conquest’s poem, ‘For the 
Death of a Poet’, won the £50 prize awarded by a young Brazilian novelist and play- 
wright, Paschoal Carlos Magno, wishing to show his sense of comradeship with 
young English poets during World War II. The plays are by Eleanor Farjeon, Storm 
Jameson and Pamela Hansford Johnson. Miss Johnson’s The Duchess at Sunset, in 
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which she places Marcel Proust and his characters in Paris during the German occupa- 
tion, and Storm Jameson’s William the Defeated were both written for broadcasting.

PHASES OF ENGLISH POETRY. Herbert Read. New and revised edition. 
Faber & Faber, 10s.6d. 1C8. 148 pages. Index. 
To this edition of a work first published in 1928 Mr. Read has added two completely 
new chapters. The distinguished poet and critic here inquires into the evolution of 
English poetry from the time when it had a wide communal appeal down to the 
present narrow appeal of the poet to himself. He shows that English poetry exhibits 
successive phases more or less confined to a definite period and correlated with cor- 
responding social phenomena. In examining each of these periods he inquires why 
certain poetic forms, their subject matter and even the mentality of the poet himself are 
characteristic of the age in which they developed. He first discusses the ballad poetry 
and folklore song and ConNaraaR them with the work of Chaucer. Humanistic poets are 
shown to be affected by the Renaissance, and similarly the effects of the Reformation 
are tr: iced in the religio $ poetry of the seventeenth century. In the love poetry he 
shows the different kinds sof love treated by the poets and the change in the passionate 
note from Chaucer to Yeats. He discusses the sentiment, wit, and the classical form of 
seventeenth and eighteenth-century poetry, and traces through the latter period the 
gradual growth of sensibility to nature, finding its supreme expression in Wordsworth. 
Pure poetry is not dealt with as a historical phase but as illustrating that imagination 
originates and combines sound, sense and suggestion in poetry. In considering the 
characteristics of modern poetry and the narrow appeal of the poet the writer suggests 
how poetry may again become a popular art. (821.09) 


POEMS OF JOHN KEATS. Edited by Rosalind Vallance. Introduction by 
B. Ifor Evans. Folio Society: Cassell, 16s. C8. 280 pages. Wood-engravings

All Keats’s great poems and the best of his lesser work and his light verse appear in this 

comprehensive selection, for which the authoritative text edited by H. Buxton Forman 

has been used, by permission of Oxford University Press. The poems are given in the 
order of composition, and the notes on them (dealing mainly with important varia- 
tions in the text, and the circumstances in which they were written) are incorporated 
in a chronological summary of Keats’s life, which illuminates the relation between his 
life and his work. The critical study by Dr. Ifor Evans is taken from his book on 

Tradition and Romanticism. Mrs. Braby’s engravings, printed in a delicate blue-grey, are 

a sensitive, unobtrusive commentary on the poems. The book is beautifully designed 

and printed, bound in linen and quarter leather, and blocked in gold—altogether one 

of the most attractive volumes which the Folio Society has yet produced. (821.78)

The Afrikaanse Skrywerskring is a society of writers interested in the study and growth 
of Afrikaans language and literature. Each year it issues a Yearbook embodying a 
review of the literature of the preceding twelve months. In this issue are articles on the 
literature of the Great Trek; original poems by ‘Totius’, T. J. Haarhoff, and Uys 
Krige; a one-act play, Die Spieél (The Mirror), by W. A. de Klerk who has written 
pioneer radio plays in Afrikaans; and critical studies of the year’s output of Afrikaans 
poetry and prose. The number concludes with a detailed bibliography of all Afrikaans 
publications of 1949, numbering approximately three hundred in all. (839.36) 


JOERNAAL VAN JORIK (JORIK’S JOURNAL). D. J. Opperman. Nasionale 
Pers (Cape Town, South Africa), 9s.6d. D8. 63 pages. 

This epic poem in Afrikaans tells the story of a man who lands on the South African 
coast from a submarine, in wartime, to spy fora foreign power. His task is to report 
on everything he sees, knowing that he is being watched by his masters; but in learn- 
ing to know the country from within he becomes so attached to it that he is tempted to 
postpone the inevitable return, in spite of his pervading feeling of ‘foreign-ness’. 
Eventually his fate catches up with him, and he is murdered by one of the men who put 
him ashore. Brilliantly written and broadly conceived, this poem can be read as a 
straight spy story, as the story of the poct’s own development, as a picture of South 
African life and landscape, or as a philosophical commentary on five centuries of world 
history. It has been acclaimed as one of the finest poems yet written in the Afrikaans 
language.

PRUDENTIUS. With an English translation by H. J. Thomson. In two 
volumes. Vol. I. Harvard University Press (U.S.A.), $3.00: Heinemann 
(London), 15s. F8. 419 pages. Select bibliography. (Loeb Classical Library) 
Aurelius Clemens Prudentius, born A.D. 348, was the greatest of the Latin Christian 
poets. This book contains five of his works: the first is a series of hymns (better re- 
garded as literary odes) for different parts of the day and some Church festivals; the 
second is an argument for the doctrine of the Trinity; the third deals with the origin 
of sin, and the fourth is an allegory depicting the battle for the soul. Prudentius wrote 
as a poet rather than a theologian and this is particularly noticeable in his fifth work 
A Reply to the Address of Symmachus who was the most prominent opponent of Chris- 
tianity of his time (A.p. 384). A useful introduction is included and the translation and 
editing are of a very high standard. The Latin text is printed on the left-hand pages, 
the English translation on the right. (874) 


CICERO: DE INVENTIONE. DE OPTIMO GENERE ORATORUM. 
Topica. With an English translation by H. M. Hubbell. Harvard University 
Press (U.S.A.), $3.00: Heinemann (London), 15s. F8. 484 pages. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. (Loeb Classical Library) 

The two books On Invention were probably published by Cicero when he was nine- 

teen and are concerned with the discovery of valid, or seemingly valid, arguments to 

render one’s case plausible. They are the only cx »mpleted section of a book on rhetoric 
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that Cicero intended to write. They show the accepted procedure of developing a 
speech in the Roman law courts and are indicative of the vigorous and systematic 
training required of a young aspiring Roman advocate. In his Topics he deals with 
much the same subject, namely, points or ‘regions’ (loci) that can be examined for 
finding grounds for arguments, e.g. definition, etymology, analogy, etc. This work 
arose from a friend’s request that Cicero should explain Aristotle’s Topica to him. This 
he eventually did but, relying on his memory and in the circumstances assuming the 
role of teacher, he used much material derived from other sources than Aristotle and 
carried his work beyond the technique of argument and developed, in effect, a short 
treatise on ‘invention’. In his The Best Kind of Orator he examined the qualities and 
equipment of an ideal orator and maintained that they were found in the Athenian 
orators. Arguing that the Attic manner was misapprehended in Rome, he proposed to 
make two translations of Greek orators, Aeschines and Demosthenes, to exemplify 
his points. These translations were probably never made. The work illustrates Cicero's 
critical attitude to oratory and his belief that literary culture was necessary for an 
orator. There is a useful introduction and the translation and editing maintain the high 
standard set by this excellent Library. The Latin text is given on the left-hand pages, 
the English translation on the right. (875.1)

THE OXFORD CLASSICAL DICTIONARY. Reprint. Oxford University

A reprint of a valuable one-volume encyclopaedia first published in 1949 and reviewed 
in British Book News in the June issue of that year. Designed for the general reader as 
well as the specialist, it is a reliable guide to all aspects of ancient Greck and Roman 
civilization. Arranged in alphabetical order, its subjects include Art and Archaeology, 
Geography, History, Literature, Mythology, Philosophy, Religion, and Science. A 
short summary bibliography is given at the end of the principal articles, and there is a 
brief general bibliography at the end. (880.3)

It is not certain that the Funeral Speech in this volume was made by Demosthenes. It 
illustrates the formal structure usually adopted in these orations and it would form a 
suitable eulogy of the fallen at Chaeronea, 338 B.c., a speech which it is known 
Demosthenes was chosen to pronounce. There is similar doubt about the authorship of 
the Erotic Essay in c ise of Epicrates, which was read to delight rather than convince 
a group of friends. The collection of Exordia contains fifty-six opening paragraphs 
which may be used for speeches as occasion requires; some are general enough to form 
the opening of any speech. The volume concludes with six letters of Demosthenes 
which, like most Greek letters, are epistles of public interest. They are presumed to 
have been written during the first of the author’s two short periods of exile between 
324 and 322 B.c. There is an excellent introduction, and the translation and editing 
maintain the high standard of this well-known Classical Library. The Greek text is 
printed on the left-hand pages, the English translation on the right. The preceding six 
volumes contain the Public and Private Orations of Demosthenes. (885.6)

This selection of prose and verse, ranging from the fourteenth century to the present 
day, is designed to reveal ‘the peculiar and enduring quality’ of London ‘and of the 
life within it’. It is wholly in keeping with the heterogeneous nature of its subject that 
the best-known and loved of writers—Chaucer, Jonson, Dickens, Lamb, Pope, 
Shakespeare, Wordsworth, T. S. Eliot, Virginia Woolf—should, in that carefree 
manner characteristic of the London crowd, jostle with those who are, perhaps, com- 
paratively little known—Binstead, Colman, Jerrold, Sims, Mrs. Tweedie. William 
Dunbar’s gay poem “In Honour of the City of London’ contrasts with Wordsworth’s 
“The reverie of poor Susan’; Virginia Woolf’s evocative reminiscence “Waiting for 
Royalty’ sets off the factual street-ballad ‘St. James’s and St. Giles’. This inter-weaving 
captures at once the exuberant vitality and complexity of London life, and enforces the 
eternal character which underlies all its changes; ‘the unconscious comments from one 
generation to another’. Although the passages chosen are here brought together for a 
specific purpose, they are, originally, spontaneous culogies. Their appeal is not only to 
the Londoner, for they represent not so much the peculiar emotion inspired by one 
particular city, as love of one’s native land embodied in the ‘one spot . . . beloved over 
all’, which is common to man. The stark simplicity of Edward Bawden’s drawings is 
a foil for the essential complexity of subject and material, and each view epitomizes a 
distinct feature of London life. (914.21)

This enthusiastic and enlightening book, on a part of London that is little frequented 

by visitors and to Londoners even less known than the rest of their city, is the outcome 

of forty years’ experience and exploration of this wide district. The author came from 

Lancashire to London expecting to be thrilled by it and, thanks to his keen observa- 

tion and humane spirit, was not disappointed. It is realized as soon as Mr. Myers takes 

up his story what a wealth of material he has to hand. His researches into old records 

and his conversations with many types of local inhabitants enable him to give a 

historical survey of each of the ten South London boroughs and to recognize in them 

the still persisting traces of the past. The waterside, the canal, the houses of famous 
men, the names of roads and taverns, churches, old houses and odd unaltered nooks 
are seen as clues to the history of the district. The many excellent photographs and 
drawings appropriately illustrate the text and of themselves justify the author’s estimate 
of his subject.

Mr. Cash, a well-known photographer, has followed the River Avon from its source 
in the cellar of an inn at Naseby, in Northamptonshire, through Warwick, Stratford- 
on-Avon, Welford and Evesham, to Tewkesbury, where it joins the River Severn. 
The introduction provides a rather clumsy but informative commentary. The excel- 
lent photographs, in sepia gravure, record some of the most beautiful houses and river 
scenery in England, thirty-two of them showing places in and near Stratford which 
are associated with Shakespeare.

This fine work is the first of its type in this series—a regional survey of a well-defined 

area in Britain, with as much reference to the physical and historical background as to 

the Natural History in the more usually accepted sense. The area chosen, that part of 

North Wales surrounding the Snowdon group of mountains, is that of one of the first 

of Britain’s national parks, and as such it will be one of the most attractive to overseas 

visitors. But this is not intended as a guide-book in the normal sense. Instead, it is a 

volume to be read on its own account, as much for its fine descriptions of the geological 

and human history as for the section on the wild life of the area, in which Bruce 

Campbell has condensed an enormous amount of information into a comparatively 

small space. This new and broad conception of the ‘natural’ history of the area is 

certainly justified by its result, and despite the fact that the three sections, each with its 
separate author, are sharply defined, the book remains a single volume, and no part 
would be complete without the others. Keeping the whole together are the fine illus- 
trations, and » wade the colour plates show that the art of colour photography of 
natural objects, and. especially of landscapes, has not yet been mastered, they are of 
great interest. The appendix of plants and animals found in the area, and the large 
bibliography, are excellent, and the production of the book up to the standard 
expected of this series.

which has now become abnormal on our unfortunate continent’. He examines the 
geographical, economic and political aspects, and Swiss foreign relations, and con- 
cludes that Switzerland rendered great service to Europe in adopting the political 
attitude of ‘a practical spirit coupled with liberalism’ (914.94) 


TRIBAL HERITAGE: A STUDY OF THE SANTALS. W. J. Culshaw. Lutter- 
worth Press, 21s.

Charles V is one of the great figures of history as a Spanish Habsburg, and architect of 
the greatest reach of the Holy Roman Empire. His strength lay in the ramifications of 
his theory of dynasty, and the unity of faith in his vast empire. He bequeathed to the 
Spanish branch their dominance which lasted a century and a half; and his humanist 
belief in the importance of the coherent state set the path for modern nationhood. As 
a fervent Catholic he never wavered in his belief in the vast responsibility of the 
Emperor to Christendom. Such a commanding figure calls for exceptional qualities in 
a biographer. Professor Brandi has no equal in knowledge of Charles’s career, of the 
age he moved in, and of his personal development. To the inexhaustible range of his 
researches in the archives of Europe, he has added untiring patience in analysis and 
assessment, and profound erudition. As a life of Charles V it is unlikely to be super- 
seded.

CATHERINE OF ARAGON. Garrett Mattingly. New edition. Jonathan Cape, 
15s.

In this book, first published in 1942 and now reissued in this well-known series, 

Catherine of Aragon emerges as a very different figure from that which she generally 

assumes in English historical works. As a Spanish princess, she and her brother and 

sisters are seen trained to play their part in the marriage alliances that were to further 
the dynastic and territorial ambitions of Aragon and Castile. During her seven years’ 
widowhood after the death of her young husband, Arthur, Prince of Wales, she is not 
content to play the role of a pensioner and hostage of Henry VII but, as her father’s 
ambassadress, resolutely fosters the marriage treaty which is to make her the wife of 

Henry VIII. As Queen of England she strives for alliance with Spain and the Empire 

against Wolsey’s French schemes and personal ambition. During the development of 

the so-called ‘divorce’ question (begun to nullify her political influence), in spite of her 
resolution (to her a religious necessity) to maintain her position, she is torn by the fear 
that her determination is endangering the spiritual welfare of her adopted country. 

The author sets his account of her life against the background of European history, and 

with a fine narrative style and complete command of his sources makes incidents and 

characters assume a vivid dramatic quality not common in historical writing.

Miss Bondfield was the first woman to become a member of the British Privy Council, 
a Minister and a member of the Cabinet. She gives many interesting facts of her 
progress from shop girl to Chief Woman Officer of the National Union of General 
and Municipal Workers, the post from which she retired in 1938 at the age of sixty- 
ight. Her work has been closely bound ith that of the Lal Party, the trade 
eignt. ier wor has been close y bound up with that of the Labour Farty, the trade 
unions, and the co-operative movement, and has involved many missions abroad. Her 
autobiography is therefore much more than a mere personal record.

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AUSTRALIAN SON. The Story of Ned Kelly. Max Brown. Phoenix House,

Ned Kelly, the most famous of the Australian bush-rangers, has become a legend. He 
was only twenty-six when he was hanged in Melbourne in 1880. This is a graphic 
narrative account—based on records in Australian collections and on the Police Com- 
mission Report of 1881—of the plundering Kelly gang and its leader. The author puts 
his point of view clearly ‘to do some justice to a man who, in his day, appeared to 
many not as a black-hearted murderer, but as a new Messiah of Australian democracy’.

HAWKINS OF PLYMOUTH. James A. Williamson. A. & C. Black, 25s. D8.

In 1927 Dr. Williamson wrote a full life of Hawkins. Since then considerable new 
material has come to light, much from Spanish sources, and the author’s outlook has 
altered; he has therefore written a new book. The documentation of the early work is 
not repeated but reference is given to facts based upon new material. Dr. Williamson 
is the leading authority on Tudor sea-history with an expert knowledge of navigation 
and geography, and is a distinguished historian of Great Britain and the Empire. Sir 
John Hawkins (1532-95) was a great seaman and merchant adventurer, an astute states- 
man and an outstanding character of the Elizabethan period. This most readable book 
covers the whole of the sixteenth century, for it deals not only with the career of Sir 
John Hawkins, but with his father, brother, and son. There are accounts of living con- 
ditions on board sixteenth-century ships, of Hawkins’s care for his crew’s welfare and 
of his reorganization of the Navy. Not only will this be the standard book on the 
subject, based on the most thorough research, but the chapter on the defeat of the 
Armada should remain as an example of the best contemporary historical writing. The 
illustrations are notable.

Cheshire from 1922 to 1947, when he retired. Chapters are included on the national 
associations and committees on which he has served, and on the writing and produc- 
tion of his numerous ‘Common-Sense’ books. A foreword is contributed by A. C.

JOURNALS OF ANDREW GEDDES BAIN. Edited by Margaret H. Lister.

This is the thirtieth annual volume of the Van Riebeeck Society, which was founded 

in 1918 to publish documents relating to South African history of a non-official charac- 

ter. Its headquarters are at the South African Library, Cape Town, and its present 
membership is 1,050. Andrew Geddes Bain (1797-1864) was a pioneer trader, ex- 
plorer, road-engineer, and geologist, and also a diarist with an unusually vital and 
informative pen. These Journals, which have been edited with a biographical sketch 
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by his great-grand-daughter, describe adventures in what is now Bechuanaland Pro- 
tectorate and his encounters with Sebego, chief of the Bangwatse; a journey of explora- 
tion in the Eastern Province of the Cape, then largely undiscovered; and the dis- 
coveries that led him to compile the first geological map in South Africa, winning 
special commendation from the London Ge ologic: il Society. The illustrations are all 
taken from contemporary sources and three of the maps have been specially drawn.

THE ARCHES OF THE YEARS. Halliday Sutherland. Pan Books, 2s. in the 
United Kingdom; 1s.6d. elsewhere. sC8. 256 pages. Paper bound. 
Dr. Sutherland, who is well known in the medical world, was born in 1882; this auto- 
biography, covering the years 1890-1918, was originally published in 1935 and has 
proved immensely popular. Of the man himself we learn but little; nor is the book 
predominantly concerned with his career as a doctor. Modest, discreetly objective, and 
written in an easy style evincing an engaging sense of humour and a sense of the 
dramatic, it is a stream of the most beguiling anecdotes woven within the framework 
of his life—his youth in the Highlands of Scotland, the medical training in Aberdeen 
and Edinburgh, his first post in the south of Spain, his experiences in British mental 
hospitals and among the tubercular, an interlude in London, and finally his adventures 
on the high seas as a Naval Surgeon in World War I. The book makes excellent light 
reading, appealing to a wide public. (926.1) 


SPOILS FROM THE SBA. The Life and Adventures of Diver J. E. Johnstone. 
James Taylor. Australasian Publishing Co. (Sydney, Australia), 13s.6d. 
L.Post 8. 240 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 15 plates. 8 maps. 

In a previous book, Gold from the Sea, the author has described in full what was 

perhaps the greatest exploit of Diver Johnstone, namely the recovery of over 
2,000,000 in gold bullion from the sunken liner Niagara. Spoils from the Sea gives a 

much broader picture of the hazardous occupation of deep-sea diving. It is the life 
story, from boyhood, of a man of whom it is claimed that ‘no other diver in the world 
ever travelled so extensively; escaped death so often, so narrowly and in such fantastic 
circumstances; or explored the dark underworld of the ocean so thoroughly’. Told by 
one who has had a long acquaintance with the central figure, it is essentially a story of 
action and character. (926.56) 


THOMAS ROWLANDSON: HIS LIFE AND ART. Bernard Falk. Hutchinson, 
63s. D4. 236 pages. 91 plates (21 in colour). Appendix. Supplement. List of 
illustrations. Index. 

An important biographical study of the artist Thomas Rowlandson (1757-1827), 

famous for his bucolic, s pirited water-colours and drawings of English social life. The 

author has a keen wrk for Rowlandson both as man and artist and devotes con- 
siderable space to answering critics of the moral aspects of some of the caricature 
drawings. Rowlandson’s family history, his Huguenot ancestry and other biographical 
details are authoritatively treated. The characteristic features of his art are skilfully 
described in somewhat generalized statements which nevertheless convey the author’s 
enthusiasm for Rowlandson’s ‘blithe and lightsome touch’ in a convincing manner. 

The treatment is biographical throughout and the book provides an opportunity for 

further study of one of the most important British artists. Mr. Bernard Falk is a well- 

known writer and literary research worker who has published several volumes on 

family history and biography. (927.4) 
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BEETHOVEN. J. W. N. Sullivan. Penguin Books, 1s.6d. sC8. 159 pages. Paper 
bound. (Pelican Books) 
In this study of Beethoven, which has established itself firmly since its first publication 
in 1927, the late author’s approach is that of the psychologist rather than the bio- 
grapher; his concern is to show the unfolding mind of Beethoven, his developing 
powers of self-expression in later life, culminating in the sublimity of the last quartets. 
This appreciation is prefaced by a penetrating and suggestive analysis of the art of 
music, in the light of which the author examines in detail the inner life of his subject 
in the second part of the book. (927.8) 


AGE CANNOT WITHER. The Story of Duse and d’Annunzio. Bertita 
Harding. Harrap, 12s.6d. 1C8. 256 pages. 16 illustrations. Bibliography. 
Index. 

This account of the career of the famous Italian actress Eleonora Duse (1858-1924)— 

with its harsh beginnings, its slights and reverses, the tragic overthrow by d’ Annunzio 

at the height of her fame, illness and penury in her own Italy, and death in alien 

America—lays emphasis on the “Duse Dolorosa’ of legend. The author has written 

the story from hearsay, diary, letters, etc., with the ardour of a devotee who never, 

however, saw her idol. The villain of the piece is Gabriele d’Annunzio (1863-1938); 

Mrs. Harding writes ironically of this poet-playwright, airman-politician, and does less 

than justice to his literary and other qualities. Albeit, this account of two brilliant per- 

sonalities, the one, most spiritual and pure in artistry, the other, flamboyant and 

prodigal in life and art, makes dramatic reading. (927.92) 


BYRON: A SELF-PORTRAIT. Letters and Diaries, 1798-1824. 2 vols. 
Edited by Peter Quennell. Murray, 42s. D8. 823 pages. Frontispiece to each 
vol. Bibliographical notes. Appendix. Index. 

For this edition, Mr. Quennell has used fifty-eight hitherto unpublished letters and has 

restored passages to the letters deleted by such previous editors as Thomas Moore in 

1830, Lord Ernle between 1902 and 1904, and Sir John Murray in 1922. Byron’s 

journals have been reprinted complete and a preface and commentaries have been 

added to supply historical perspective. The editor’s aim has been to give a complete 
picture of the poet’s extraordinary and dramatic life as described by himself. Mr. 

Quennel] has also collated with the originals the letters printed in previous volumes. 

The appendix gives a list of hitherto unpublished material and its provenance, to- 

gether with a list of the letters which have been bowdlerized. His volumes, which 

reveal Byron as one of the most fascinating diarists and letter-writers who have ever 

lived, will be indispensable to all students of the poet. (928.217) 


MR. CARLYLE, MY PATIENT. A Psychosomatic Biography. James L. 
Halliday. Heinemann, 15s. D8. 240 pages. Appendix. Bibliography. End- 
paper maps. 

Mr. Halliday, who writes as a psychiatrist, says that he became interested in Thomas 

Carlyle (1795-1881) because of his bodily complaints and discomforts. Carlyle suffered 

all his life from what he called ‘dyspepsia’, a malady which coloured with irritability 

and gloom his whole literary output. During his lifetime this malady was never 
adequately diagnosed and Mr. Halliday sets out to ‘interpret the case of the most 
famous stomach in literary history’. He has therefore presented Carlyle’s biographv in 
the form of a case book, imagining that the writer has come to him for psycho- 
analysis, with some illuminating results. He examines Carlyle’s relationship to his

parents, his relations with other men and women, above all, his relations with his wife. 
He discovers that he was terrified of his father, suffered from feelings of guilt in respect 
of his mother and hated his wife for having to be loved by her. The psychopathic ele- 
ments in his nature are then traced through his chief literary works—Sartor Resartus, 
The French Revolution, Heroes and Hero-Worship, Frederick the Great and Cromwell.

THE LIFE OF WILLIAM MORRIS. J. W. Mackail. Introduction by Sir 
Sydney Cockerell. Oxford University Press, 7s. (Double volume). Pott 8. 
405 pages. Index. (The World’s Classics) 
Mackail’s Life of William Morris (1834-96), the great craftsman, poet and Socialist 
pioneer, is one of the best biographies in the English language. It first appeared three 
years after Morris’s death and has long been out of print. Mackail, who also had a con- 
siderable reputation as a classical scholar, died in 1945. As the husband of the daughter 
of Sir Edward Burne-Jones, the painter, and Morris’s greatest friend, he was personally 
familiar with the whole Pre-Raphaelite background and had access to much material 
which has since been destroyed. Writing during the lifetime of those concerned, he 
was compelled to suppress important factors in Morris’s private life, though his 
account is still the best all-round portrait that exists, written with a Victorian spacious- 
ness and veneration for its subject. In an introduction, Sir Sydney Cockerell, who was 
for several years Morris’s secretary, contributes some delightful personal recollections.

GREEK CITY-STATES. Kathleen Freeman. Macdonald, 15s. D8. 309 pages. 
Line drawings in text. 9 maps and plans. Bibliography. Index. 
The Greek world consisted of a number of small independent city-states, occupying 
the sites from the western Mediterranean to the Levant. Dr. Freeman has chosen nine 
of these city-states of diverse origin, environment and size: Thourioi, Acragas, 
Corinth, Miletus, Cyrene, Seriphos, Abdera, Massalia, and Byzantium. She tells the 
story of each of these briefly, drawing felicitously on Greek literature in illustration. 
The book is mainly descriptive and there is little analysis of their political structure or 
their social or economic life; the author gives a general outline of the rise and fall of 
the Greek city-state and in the concluding chapter suggests what lessons are implicit 
for the modern world. The writing is pleasant and scholarly. (938) 


Europe 
A HISTORY OF EUROPE. 2 Vols. H. A. L. Fisher. Reprint. Eyre & Spottis- 
woode, 30s. IM8. 1,355 pages. 39 maps. Genealogical and chronological 
tables. Bibliography. Appendices. Index. 
This book, one of the best general outlines of European civilization, was first pub- 
lished in 1935. This is a reprint of the unabridged revised edition of 1938. The late 
Dr. Fisher’s history begins with neolithic man and concludes with Stalin, Mussolini, 
and Hitler. Clarity and grace distinguish this liberal and humane work, which is in 
the great tradition of English historiography and has considerable literary value. A 
brilliant sense of narrative and a well-ordered plan enables the work to be compre- 
hensive without any harking back. At the end of each chapter there is a note of a few 
modern illustrative books. The appendices include the Communist Manifesto, 
President Wilson’s Fourteen Points, the Locarno Treaty and the Kellogg Pact. Dr. 
Fisher was Warden of New College, Oxford. As Minister of Education (1916-22) he 
sponsored notable Acts. (940) 
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THE LIMITS AND DIVISIONS OF EUROPEAN HISTORY. Oscar Halecki. 
Preface by Christopher Dawson. Sheed & Ward, 10s.6d. 1C8. 255 pages. 
Notes. Index. 

Dr. Halecki is a Professor of Eastern European History in Fordham University, New 

York. He is the author of books on the history of Poland and on the relations of Rome 

and Byzantium. For the past twenty-five years he has studied the problem of the 

chronological and territorial divisions of history, believing that this study constitutes 

a limited but concrete approach to the philosophy of history. All the data of history 

must be systematically organized within defined limits of time and space before the 

content of human evolution can be interpreted. The bock is really a preliminary out- 
line, listing the problems which await solution and drafting a programme for further 
investigations. Dr. Halecki approaches two problems: the Limits—when does Euro- 

pean history begin and where does it end? and the Divisions—how far do such divi- 

sions as Dark Ages and Renaissance correspond to reality? It is an important piece of 

historical writing, for its inspiration is the crisis of our times, the feeling that our 
generation is passing from one great period of history to another; the final chapter 
stresses the basic question of international organization. Dr. Halecki acknowledges 
special debts to Arnold Toynbee, Gonzague de Reynold, and to Christopher Dawson 
who contributes the preface. It is a well-documented work. (940) 


World War II 
THE STATE OF EUROPE. Howard K. Smith. Cresset Press, 15s. D8. 416 
pages. Index. Map endpapers. 

The author of Last Train from Berlin (1942), today head of the Columbia Broadcasting 
System in Europe, surveys conditions over the four post-war years and offers as work- 
ing hypotheses his consequent analyses and conclusions. These are often subjective and 
highly arguable judgments, but if Mr. Smith is provocative his views are at any rate 
those of a sincere, skilled and conscientious observer. He examines each of the Euro- 
pean countries in turn, both separately and in relation to the United States and Soviet 
Russia, and does not exempt from criticism the policies of his own country. Apart 
from the individualistic commentary, the book offers useful supplementary material 
for any consideration of the contemporary political and social conditions of the coun- 
tries under review. (940.5) 


CHALLENGE OF CONSCIENCE. The Story of the Conscientious Objectors 
of 1939-1949. Denis Hayes. Allen & Unwin, 15s. D8. 422 pages. 6 illustra- 
tions. 5 appendices. Index. 

This is the story of the conscientious objectors of the second generation after the First 

World War, the men and women who since 1939 have taken the stand of conscience 

against war and conscription. Beginning with the return of conscription in the spring 

of 1939 the writer, who has had the full sources of the Central Board for Conscientious 

Objectors at his disposal, tells of dramatic happenings at the Tribunals and makes 

surprising disclosures of the treatment of conscientious objectors before the Magis- 

trates and in prison. Conscription in industry and compulsory fire-watching also find 

a place in the book. (940.53162) 


THE PATH OF THE 50TH. Ewart W. Clay. Gale & Polden, 25s. D8. 341 
pages. 15 illustrations. 15 photographs. 2 appendices. Index. 
This is a plain and accurate account of the 1939-45 war record of a British Division 


composed of men from Northumberland, Durham, and Yorkshire, which was 
described by one famous general in 1944 as ‘the most experienced battle-fighting 
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division in the British Army’. It was one of the last divisions to leave Dunkirk in 1940 
and one of the first to land on the Normandy beaches four years later. During the inter- 
vening period it served for two years with the Eighth Army in North Africa under 
General Ritchie and General Montgomery, and then took part in the assault on Sicily, 
where the Durham Light Infantry fought an epic battle with German paratroopers. 
As a battle-tested division, it was withdrawn for an assault role in the invasion of 
Occupied France and fought from Normandy to the Zuyder Zee. It ended the war as 
a training division in England and still holds its place today in the British establish- 
ment. (940.541242) 


THE R.C.A.F. OVERSEAS. The Sixth Year. R.C.A.F. Historical Section. 
Oxford University Press (Toronto, Canada), $4.50. sSuR8. 537 pages. 
Illustrations. 

The third and concluding volume in the history of the overseas operations of the Royal 

Canadian Air Force carries the story from the end of August 1944, through the Nazi 

surrender, to the capitulation of Jap: an. Detailed and documented accounts of cam- 

paign strategy, not presented in the volumes written during the war, have been made 
available, together with information from German and Italian records. A continuation 
of the lists of awarded honours, and of casualties, and an index of names appearing in 
the text add to the reference value of the work. The photographic illustrations are from 
the archives of the R.A.F. and R.C.A.F. (940.544) 


HISTORY OF UNITED STATES NAVAL OPERATIONS IN WORLD WARII. 
Vol. IV. Coral Sea, Midway and Submarine Actions, May 1942-August 
1942. Samuel Eliot Morison. Oxford University Press, 42s. M8. 334 pages. 
45 photographs. 18 charts. Index. 

The present volume of this serics turns the corner from defeat to victory, beginning 

with the first of the great carrier actions of the war, the Battle of the Coral Sea. Thisis 

followed by a detailed account, the first to be written from Japanese as well as American 
sources, of the decisive Battle of Midway, and the Japanese thrust on the Aleutians 
which ended with their occupation of Attu and Kiska. Part II, entitled ‘Submarine 

Actions’, tells the little-known story of that branch of the Service, its courageous 

attacks against Japanese shipping during the first year of the war, and the raid of the 

Argonaut and the Nautilus on Makin Island in August 1942. Part III, entitled “The 

First American Offensive’, is devoted to the beginnings of the Solomon Islands 

operation; the strategic decisions at Washington; the planning and preparation for 

Operation ‘Shoestring’, as it was called in the Pacific, and the successful landings at 


Guadalcanal and Tulagi on 7 August 1942. (940.545) 
PRIVATE ARMY. Lieutenant-Colonel eae Peniakoff (‘Popski’). 
Jonathan Cape, 16s. L.Post 8. 512 pages. 2 photographs. 4 maps. Index. 


This is the person: al war-story of the faite of *Popski’s Private Army’ from 
1940 to the end of the war in Italy. Born in Belgium of Rausion parents, Peniakoff was 
educated at Cambridge University, since when he has ‘regarded England as my 
country and loved it with a somewhat ridiculous fervour’. After service with the 
French Army in the First World War, he was in business in Egypt where he spent 
much time in training himself in desert travel and in learning some of the Arab dia- 
lects. When the Second World War opened in the Middle East, Popski served first 
with the Libyan Arab Force and then commanded the smallest independent unit in the 
British Army. His story goes on to tell of the exploits of this brave army of 120 men 
drawn from all parts of the Allied Forces. In addition to patrolling for information, 




















they harassed the enemy in his own territory by operating against his fuel and am- 
munition dumps, landing grounds, vehicle staging areas, and lines of communication 
generally. When the war moved to Italy, the little force had been trained in gliders and 
there continued its operations in conjunction with Italian partisans. Few will agree 
with the author’s opinion of the Eighth Army as it was before Montgomery took 
command, least of all the Field-Marshal himself. However, it is a good book well 
written and full of adventure. (940.548142) 


COURAGE AND FEAR. Rémy. Translated from the French by Lancelot C. 
Sheppard. Arthur Barker, 15s. D8. 320 pages. 1 photograph. 
The first volume of Rémy’s memoirs dealing with the French Underground Forces 
during the Second World War was published under the title The Silent Company and 
ended with the events of June 1942. This second volume carries the story of the Net- 
work up to November 1943. Much damage had been caused to the organization by 
the treachery of one of the agents and Rémy returned again to France to repair the 
gaps. He lived in Paris, following a daily routine with regular hours and gathering new 
recruits, and continued to build up a mass of information to aid the British and 
American Staffs in their preparation and planning for D-Day. In addition to Rémy’s 
own work and adventures, personal accounts are included of those of his agents who 
were betrayed. With its background of combined hard work and recurring risks, great 
courage and terrible hazards, the story clearly shows how immense was the task of 
those men and women of the France that fought on during the Occupation. The author 
hopes to publish a third and concluding volume. (940.548644) 


Britain 
HOW THE REFORMATION HAPPENED. Hilaire Belloc. New edition. 
Jonathan Cape, 10s.6d. 1C8. 301 pages. Notes. 


The author first explains why he thinks that various historians have unsatisfactorily 
regarded the Reformation as a simple process presenting no problem. He maintains 
that the problem, to which there is no complete answer, lies in explaining how the 
very nature of Europe was transformed and preferred to remain so. To give the right 
sequence and proportion of political causes he proceeds to describe the growing 
instability of Christendom between 1350 and 1500. He then explains why the flood of 
revolt following Luther’s work got out of the control of the Emperor faced with the 
Islamic invasion. The part played by England, he thinks, though important was acci- 
dental and made permanent by the dissolution of the larger monasteries. The Institute 
of John Calvin, in giving a coherent faith and organization to Protestantism and thus 
preparing a line-up of opposing forces, is the next section of his work. The armed 
conflict of the Reformation is divided into two phases, 1559-72 and 1572-1600. The 
author’s treatment is conditioned by his belief that the histories upon which opinion 
has been mainly nourished proceeded from authors who had no intimacy with the 
Catholic Church. Yet the book does present a point of view that demands attention. 
It was first published in 1928. (942.05) 


TUDOR ENGLAND. S. T. Bindoff. Penguin Books, 1s.6d. sC8. 320 pages. 
Bibliography. Index. Paper bound. (The Pelican History of England) 

The Tudor period, 1485-1603, is perhaps the most discussed century of English history. 

The author, who is Reader in Modern History in the University of London, 

shows sixteenth-century England as a living and a growing society. Stress is 

laid upon the political rather than the social scene, but, although necessarily compressed, 

this volume furnishes an excellent narrative history and a useful introduction to the 
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problems of Tudor despotism. There is a very helpful note on further reading. This 
book is the fifth volume, though the first to appear, in a new series, The Pelican History 
of England, under the general editorship of J. E. Morpurgo. (942.05) 


ENGLISHMEN WITH sworps. A Narrative of the Years 1647, 1648 and 
1649 Taken from The Journal of Giles Mabbott. Montagu Slater. John Lane 
The Bodley Head, tos.6d. C8. 190 pages. 3 plates. 

This book covers the two-and-a-half years from the flight of Charles I from Oxford 

to his death in 1649. The ‘Journal’ of the subtitle is a fiction but the clerk Mabbott 

was real enough and did what he says he did. His master John Rushworth, secretary to 

General Fairfax who commanded the Parliamentary Army, and his friend William 

Clarke, secretary to the Army Council, left behind them a confused set of Army files, 

and the author has supposed that Mabbott, who must have written or filed most of the 

Army papers, occupied himself towards the end of his life in arranging them. ‘Beyond 

this gloss I have invented nothing. The facts are as the Army papers tell them. So are 

most of the words.’ Whether this is the happiest device for bringing life into historical 

records is perhaps open to question, but the Mabbott Mr. Slater has imagined tells a 

stirring story of those troubled years. The substance of the book comes principally 

from the Rushworth collection. What Mr. Slater supplies is interpretation and a back- 
ground painted in with lively touches. The best part of the book is the narrative of all 

that went on in the New Model Army. (942.062)

This comprehensive report, printed in Malaya, describes the first eleven months of the 

Federation of Malaya, which was inaugurated on 1 February. The economic diffi- 

culties caused by scarcity of rice and the high cost of living have been aggravated by 

the ravages of Communist guerrillas. Rubber and tin output have, however, been main- 
tained, and represent 45.8 per cent and 28.1 per cent respectively of the world’s total 
output. Education has taken an important step forward with the publication of the 

Carr-Saunders Report advocating the setting up of the University of Malaya. (959.5)

THE AFRICAN TODAY AND TOMORROW. Diedrich Westermann. 3rd 
edition. International African Institute: Oxford University Press, 12s.6d. D8. 
182 pages. Map. Index. 

This standard survey of African civilization and of the transformation taking place in 

the African way of life was first published in 1934. This latest edition has been revised 

and brought up to date. The author states in his preface: “The main emphasis has been 

laid on the African himself rather than on African affairs and institutions, because I 

am convinced that all African studies must begin and end with the people of Africa 

themselves’. (960)

This work has been in 

the w riting for fifty years, and is by far the most exhaustive study of the Zulu people 

so far attempted. Chay ters deal with the origin and carly history of the tribes, and 
follow the life of a Zulu tribesman from birth to death. There are chapters on social 

organization, arts and crafts, s — and pastimes, and the work concludes with a 

twelve-page bibliography and full index.

The author continues the history of the Island from the point reached in his previous 

book The Adventurers of Bermuda 1522-1684, published in 1933. History, government, 

and social life, are described in detail as a result of extensive research amongst manu- 
script records in London, Bermuda, and America. Though, in the author’s own words, 
it is ‘the story of little things’, he has produced a fascinating record of life in a past 
century, and illuminated a period of Bermudian history that has previously been almost 
unrecorded. The illustrations are taken from contemporary portraits, paintings, and 
documents. (972.99) 


FICTION 
General 
THERE S NO HOME. Alexander Baron. Jonathan Cape, 9s.6d. C8. 223 pages. 


Mr. Baron’s book is set in Catania, Sicily, in August 1943, during a lull in the Italian 
campaign of World War II. Here the exhausted British troops rest and re-fit, become 
aware once again of human values and then, after about a month, leave for the main- 
land. The burning beauty of the bombed, dusty port-town, as it comes back to life, 
with its mountain skyline, its countryside of oranges and almonds, is for the soldiers a 
sudden intimation of new life. Their relationships among themselves are excellently 
handled, as are their attachments to the Italian women in the houses in which they are 
billeted. The heart of the book is Sergeant Craddock’s love affair with the young 
married woman, Graziella. They fall in love reluctantly, only to be dragged apart 
when the company marches off. The book exists as a long moment of sunlight and 
languor caught and held with fine artistry. 


FLOWERS ON THE GRASS. Monica Dickens. Michael Joseph, 10s.6d. 1C8. 
304 pages. 
After the tragic death of his wife, Daniel Brett, an artist, becomes a bird of passage, 
moving from place to place as his restless spirit urges him. Miss Dickens’s latest book is 
not a novel in the accepted sense, but rather a series of studies of people and their 
environments, strung together on the thread of Brett’s wanderings, which take in a 
dingy private hotel in London, a holiday camp in the north of England, a modern 
do-as-you-like school, a crowded Jewish home in London’s East End, and a hospital 
ward, in each of which it is clear that the author knows her ground. The book displays, 
however, such a warm feeling for struggling humanity, and the author so obviously 


enjoyed herself when writing it, that the reader cannot help but be interested and enter- 
tained. 


THE BOAT. L. P. Hartley. Putnam, 12s.6d. IC8. 540 pages. 


The theme of The Boat is the unhappiness and frustration of a lonely middle-aged 
bachelor in spite of what appear to be his remarkably comfortable surroundings. 
During the first year of World War II, Timothy Casson is living in a furnished house 
in the west of England, exiled from his home in Italy. His one pleasure in this exile is 
the prospect of boating, but he is unable to use his boat because the river at his door is 
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a fishing preserve, jealously guarded by his unapproachable neighbours. To use his 
boat will amount, therefore, to upsetting the whole established order of the village. 
Inspired by a blonde female Communist, with whom he becomes involved and who 
has been sent to the village to foment the class-war, Timothy launches his boat only to 
be wrecked on the Devil’s Rocks. Other threads in the story are provided by Timothy’s 
malicious domestic staff, ‘evacuees’ from the Midlands, and letters from his friends 
describing their lives, some of which are disproportionately long. The book is a 
delightful mixture of gentleness, satire and subtle humour. Mr. Hartley succeeds in 
making his village drama a symbol of the universal drama of his time. 


BIRTHMARK. Claude Houghton. Collins, 9s.6d. C8. 287 pages. 


Mr. Houghton’s novels are strongly marked by his originality of approach to the 
situations he creates. He is adept at suspense, and is obviously attracted by the strange- 
ness in people. His latest novel concerns a man who is informed of startling facts about 
his long dead parents. In probing the mystery of their notorious death he becomes a 
different person, and the process of adjustment is aided by a charming girl of unusual 
acumen. The author builds his effects slowly, through the medium of highly individual 


characters, at no time losing his hold upon his readers, the more astute of whom will 
have some inkling of the final revelation. 


THE SURE THING. Merle Miller. Lehmann, 10s.6d. C8. 311 pages. 


Brad Douglas is a Liberal employed in the American State Department. From 1938 to 
1939, from the time of the Munich Agreement to the Russo-German pact, he was a 
member of the Communist Party, a fact that he concealed when he took government 
employment. His case is investigated by Federal agents and Brad loses his job and is 
publicly disgraced. The author conveys admirably the suspense of the gradually 
closing net of investigation and the tragedy of the hero’s entanglement and sacrifice. 
The greatest merit of his book, however, lies in its brilliantly satirical picture of the 
Washington world of career men and women. It is a sincere and angry book, 
occasionally marred by journalistic slickness in the writing. 


KING OF THE BASTARDS. Sarah Gertrude Millin. Foreword by General 
Smuts. Heinemann, 12s.6d. C8. 339 pages. 


In her latest novel, this well-known South African author powerfully interprets history 
with the life story of Coenraad de Buys, descendant of a Huguenot settler. In 1799 
Buys was an outlaw living with native women in the kraal of the Xosa King Gaika; 
later he settled in Swellendam. There followed the days of Dingiswayo and Chaka the 
destroyer. Buys was a leader—described by a traveller as another Hercules—and his 
descendants, half-breeds, still cluster in the northern Transvaal. He appears, a gigantic 


figure, upon the African stage at the moment when under the Zulu impact, black 
South Africa crashed into a bloody chaos. 


THE YOUNG MAY MOON. P. H. Newby. Jonathan Cape, 9s.6d. C8. 
288 pages. 

Mr. Newby’s new book shows him as a gifted writer who does not yet seem to have 

found the true direction of his talents. His story is a somewhat confused affair, oscil- 

lating uncertainly between realism and symbolism, centring round the relations of a 

boy of fifteen with his father. The book opens with the death of Philip’s stepmother 

in a shabby suburban street; he is then taken to Wales by his uncle to learn the trade of 
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baking. His father has meanwhile become involved with another woman, but 
Philip’s often violent reactions to him never seem to assume much significance. The 
minor characters are presented mostly as caricatures. Yet there are excellent scenes and 
much sharp observation. 


NEW DAY. V. S. Reid. Heinemann, 10s.6d. C8. 344 pages. 


A remarkable novel by a Jam: 1ican author, first published in New York in 1949, which 
attracted some attention in Britain when a ‘part of it appeared in the literary monthly 
periodical, Life and Letters (No. 127). It is the story of a people’s struggle for freedom, 
expressed in the fortunes of 2 Jamaican family of mixed blood. It begins with the 
Morant Bay rebellion in the days of Governor Eyre in 1864, and ends with the 
granting of the new Constitution in 1944—the life span of John Campbell, who tells 
the story. The use of local dialect adds a certain rare quality to the already fine struc- 
ture and language of the story. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 
TROUBLE IS MY BUSINESS. Raymond Chandler. Penguin Books, 1s.6d. 
sC8. 233 pages. Paper bound. 

These five stories by a leading member of the ‘tough’ school of crime fiction writers 
are here published in Britain for the first time; they ori: ginally appeared in various 
American magazines between 1933 and 1939. The author wastes no time in plunging 
his characters into action, leaving their behaviour to speak for them. Their encounters 
with murder, violence, blackmail, and crooked dealing, are related at a high speed and 
with a terseness of description spiced with a wry humour that increases their effect. 


FREQUENT HEARSES. Edmund Crispin. Gollancz, 9s. C8. 224 pages. 
Professor Gervase Fen, a welcome figure to readers of Mr. Crispin, once again aids the 
police in solving a series of murders which this ~_ follow upon the inexplicable 
suicide of a rising young film actress. Mr. Crispin can be relied upon for a good story; 
in addition he has wit, an agreeable style aided by an pach vocabulary, and a keen 
eye for character. The solution will come as a surprise to those who miss the one 
reference that supplies the vital clue. 


STUDENT BODY. M. R. Hodgkin. Go 





, 98.6d. sD8. 232 pages. 

The setting is a small-town American university. Nora Rackham, a senior student, 
discovers in a library drawer a threatening letter that appears to be in her own hand- 
writing. This disquieting discovery is followed by two deaths that look like accidents, 
but arouse suspicion a P vy. Nora and her friends follow a trail of blackmail, petty 
thieving, and plas igiarism, that leads to an end that horrifies them, and will certainly 
surprise the reader. The bei htly adolescent dialogue is sometimes a little wearing, but 
the author makes good use of her setting, and the ingenuity of the plot, with some good 
character drawing, keeps the interest alive to the finish. 


ETERNITY RING. Patricia Wentworth. Hodder & Stoughton, 8s.6d. C8. 
254 pages. 

Detective-Sergeant Abbott is inclined to discount the story of a hysterical girl that she 
has seen murder done, especially when no corpse can be found, but when a woman 
who tallies with her desc ription of the victim is reported missing he calls in Miss Silver 
to help him, which she does with her usual unobtrusive efficiency. The suspects narrow 
to three, amongst whom it is not difficult to select the murderer, but the story is well 
worked out and the author has provided yet another charming heroine.

SOFT ANSWERS. Richard Aldington. Penguin Books, 1s.6d. sC8. 248 pages. 
Paper bound. 

The sardonic and rather acrid tone of Mr. Aldington’s stories is typified by ‘Stepping 
Heavenward’, an account of the farcical adventures of an American Cardinal in 
Europe, and “Yes, Aunt’, where an ineffectual and elegant young man with literary 
ambitions attempts to escape from the domination of his aunts by a disastrous mar- 
riage. The same tone distinguishes the other stories in this collection, each of which is 
neatly turned and astringently written. Soft Answers was originally published in 1932 
and mirrors the cynical disillusionment of the period. 


SERGEANT LAMB OF THE NINTH. Robert Graves. Penguin Books, 1s.6d. 
sC8. 352 pages. Map. Paper bound. 

Following the method used in such books as J, Claudius and Claudius the God, Robert 
Graves, in this novel dealing with the American War of Independence against England 
in the eighteenth century, has based his account both on authentic contemporary 
records and on the memoirs of the actual Roger Lamb himself. Lamb is presented as a 
representative British soldier of his period. All the opinions attributed to him, or put 
into the mouths of his friends and enemies, ‘however shockingly they may read’, says 
Mr. Graves, ‘are actual opinions recorded during the American War of Independence’. 
Mr. Graves says that he wrote this novel (first published in 1940) largely “as a means of 
learning, as 1 wrote, why and how the Americans had separated themselves from the 
British Crown’. Lamb’s barrack life in Ireland is described, as well as his experience on 
a transatlantic transport and his forest adventures in Canada in the company of 
friendly Red Indians. 


THOSE BARREN LEAVES. MORTAL CoILs. Aldous Huxley. Chatto & 

Windus, 6s. each. sC8. 386 : 237 pages. (Collected Edition) 
Aldous Huxley is the chief inheritor of the Peacockian tradition in the English novel, 
in which a number of eccentric characters, who are in many cases thinly disguised 
contemporary figures, are gathered together in a country-house and engage in witty 
philosophical conversation. The setting of Those Barren Leaves (first published in 1925) 
is an Italian villa belonging to a wealthy Englishwoman. Staying with her are novelists, 
poets, and philosophers. Mrs. Aldwinkle, with her vague and inclusive love of Art, and 
Miss Thriplow, the novelist, who changes her character with each dress, are two of 
Mr. Huxley’s best comic creations. Francis Chelifer, with his job on The Rabbit Fancier’s 
Gazette and his background of shabby boarding-house life, is a personification of the 
frustrated poet. The speculations of Mr. Cardan, the philosopher, are brilliant surveys 
of contemporary thought. Mortal Coils (first published in 1922) is Mr. Huxley’s first 
volume of short stories, the longest of which, “The Gioconda Smile’, was recently 
dramatized for the London stage. 


THE REVERBERATOR. Henry James. Hart-Davis, 8s.6d. 1C8. 211 pages. 

Henry James’s satirical novel describes the impact of the new American journalism of 
the 1880s upon an exclusive corner of Parisian socicty. The characters include: George 
M. Flack, the journalist, Francie Dosson, the guileless heroine, her father, an American 
business man, and her vulgar sister. On the other side, there is exclusive Parisian

society, determined to prevent Francie from marrying into their midst. The Rever- 
berator is the lightest and wittiest of James’s novels. In an introduction, Mr. Nowell- 
Smith argues persuasively for reprinting the first edition text, which is given here, on 
the ground that James's later revisions destroyed that very lightness which is the essence 
of the comedy of the first version. 


GREEN APPLE HARVEST. Sheila Kaye-Smith. Pan Books, 2s. in the United 

Kingdom; 1s.6d. elsewhere. sC8. 254 pages. Paper bound. 
Bob Fuller, a simple farmer, fond of drink and girls and noisy company, finds himself 
responding unwillingly to an evangelist’s appeal at a chapel meeting. From that 
moment he is torn between his obsession with the gipsy woman, Hannah Iden, and his 
new vision. He becomes a travelling preacher and wanders through the villages of 
Kent and Sussex. When he meets Hannah again, he becomes her victim in a new way. 
Sheila Kaye-Smith’s powerful, melodramatic story, much of which is written in 
Sussex dialect, was first published in 1920. 


MARY OLIviER. A Life. May Sinclair. Lehmann, 8s.6d. sC8. 301 pages. (The 
Holiday Library) 

The late May Sinclair’s novel first published in 1919, tracing the history from child- 
hood of a woman of outstanding gifts and sensibility caught in the suffocating conven- 
tions of late Victorian middle-class family life, is something of a landmark in the 
development of English fiction, both in the originality of its method and the power 
and insight with which its theme is developed. Mary Ollivier’s struggle for social, 
intellectual and spiritual independence belongs to the period of the English feminist 
movement when to be an unmarried woman was still considered shameful and to 
pursue an independent career an unwomanly abomination. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 
THE POISONED CHOCOLATES CASE. Anthony Berkeley. Pan Books, 
1s.6d. sC8. 213 pages. Paper bound. 

A Crimes Circle, consisting of six members, attempts to solve the mystery of a woman 
who died from poisoned chocolates. Each of them at successive meetings puts forward 
his or her theory of the crime. Only one of them is right, but each has contributed use- 
ful clues. It is an ingenious tale which, as he reads, encourages the reader to form a 
theory of his own. It was first published in 1929. 


CARTERET S CURE. Richard Keverne. Penguin Books, 1s.6d. sC8. 286 pages. 
Paper bound. 

Mr. Keverne belongs to the older school of story-tellers. This well-knit adventure story 

of a celebrated barrister who enters an isolated nursing home on the Suffolk coast to 

recuperate from a nervous breakdown and runs headlong into some sinister activities, 

is related at a leisurely pace and is refreshingly free from the violence common to 

many modern adventure stories. It was first published in 1926.

THE PIG WHO WAS TOO THIN. Margaret Alleyne. Frederick Warne, 5s. 
8 x 6 inches. 72 pages. Illustrations in colour and black and white by Clifford 
Webb. 
A simple tale for children from four to seven years old about a young pig who runs 
off to the woods in order to try and get fatter; there he meets some friendly animals 
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and an Old Wise Woman who helps him to return home a really Prize Pig. The book 
is attractively produced and illustrated. 


I WISH I WERE YOU. Four Stories. Cynthia Asquith. Children’s Books, 6s. 
C8. 116 pages. 29 illustrations by Olive F. Openshaw. 


These ingenious little stories, written with simplicity and humour, will appeal to 
children from seven to nine years who like ‘make-believe’. They tell of a little king 
and a shepherd lad who w ould like to change places; of how a boy kills a very greedy 
and destructive giant; of a young couple who sell their sense of humour and sense of 
beauty, respectively, for perpetual wealth; and of a young king whom a jealous uncle 
is trying to murder and who is saved by an engaging ‘ghost’ dog. 


THREE BOYS AND A CIRCUS. Enid Blyton. Reprint. Werner Laurie, 4s.6d. 
C8. 96 pages. Illustrations by Grace Lodge. 

A reprint of a book the author wrote under the pen-name of Mary Pollock. Dick, an 
orphan, who has run away from a Home, joins up with a circus; he makes a friend 
of Pedro, the ring-master’s nephew, and an enemy of Larry, an unpleasant vindictive 
type who is jealous of Dick’s success with the performing dogs. This slight and 
simply told tale is not, however, without excitement, and there are plenty of amusing 
details about the performing animals. For children from seven to nine years. 


SANDAL ASH. Patricia Ann Cox. Harrap, 6s. C8. 160 pages. Frontispiece and 
5 illustrations by the author. 2 maps. 


The talented young author (born 1931) wrote this most competent book when she 
was sixteen; she has also illustrated it with spirited lino-cuts. The setting—a small 
English village and the surrounding countryside—is well described and the various 
groups of children whose very plausible activities we follow, no less so. The young 
people are all keen archers and engaged in a good-tempered ‘war’ with each other, 
until they decide to combine forces to solve the mystery of the local burglaries. The 
story moves a little slowly in the beginning, but the finale is well-handled and exciting 
enough to satisfy the most critical of young readers from nine to twelve years old. 


MIDSUMMER MAGIC. Eilés Dillon. Macmillan, 6s. sF4. 83 pages. Illustrations 
by Stuart Tresilian. 

An unusual Irish story for children from seven to ten years which combines magic 

with the matter of fact in an engaging and original style. It tells of a boy who is given 

a magic cake that can make animals talk, and of how Brian and his new friends (a 

mouse, a donkey, and an otter), aided by other knowledgeable animals, locate a 

buried treasure and outwit some rival treasure-hunters. 


cocos GOLD. Ralph Hammond. Collins, 8s.6d. 1C8. 254 pages. Ilustra- 
tions by C. Walter Hodges. 


Legend has it that the Pacific island of Cocos, 300 miles south-west of Panama, holds 
the hidden treasure of Lima, deposited there some one hundred and twenty years ago. 
This first-rate story tells of the adventures of a youth who has come into possession of 
a dangerous secret—a miap to the whereabouts of the long-sought-for hoard. Mr. 
Hammond handles a complicated plot of life at sea and on the grim island with 
assurance, and this thrilling tale of adventure, mutiny, and of men crazed with the lust 
for treasure, is written with a terse and steely realism, which makes it suitable for the 
older boy—and, perhaps, his father too. 
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PEN GOES NORTH. Essex Hope. A. & C. Black, 7s.6d. D8. 195 pages. 4 illus- 
trations by D. L. Wynne. 

Pen, a sophisticated well-to-do London girl, goes to spend the summer holidays with 

a Scottish school friend whose family live in a manse on the Isle of Lewis in the 

Hebrides. Many things are strange to her at first, but she is soon fascinated by her sur- 

roundings. The plot itself is slight, but the book is remarkable for its delightful and 

informative descriptions of the island and its people; the children’s occupations— 

boating, fishing, rambling, bird-watching—are vividly related but never over- 

dramatized. For boys and girls from twelve to fifteen years. 

Non-Fiction 

THE ANIMAL BOOK. Enid Blyton. George Newnes, 6s. L.Post 8. 152 pages. 
Illustrations by Kathleen Nixon. Index. 

A very simply written account of the chief wild animals that can be found in Britain, 

which describes theiz appearance, their habits, and where they can be found. Clearer 

illustrations would have made this book more useful, but the young animal lover 

from seven to ten years will here find much to interest him. 


THE STORY OF CANADA. George W. Brown, Eleanor Harman, Marsh 
Jeanneret. Copp Clark (Toronto, Canada), $3.00. sF4. 433 pages. Pictures and 
maps by Virginia Byers and Margaret Salisbury. 


The authors’ stated purpose of producing a “story history’ of Canada ‘that will always 
open at a picture’ has been carried out in a way that makes the book most readable and 
keeps the pictures a pleasing and integral part of the narrative. The period covered is 
that from the days of discovery to the present day and, although many incidents are 
treated dramatically, the main trends in Canadian history are emphasized, thus keeping 
the book as well balanced historically as it is artistically. The authors are known in 
univ ersity and publishing circles and their names are proof of the integrity with which 
the material has been gathered. In spite of the necessities of condensation some informa- 
tion is collected here in a sequence that is found in no other history for children. There 
also shines through the genuine interest and affection that went into the making of this 
book. No detail of history is taken for granted, a virtue that makes The Story of Canada 
a natural beginning for those boys and girls from nine to fourteen years to whom the 
history of Canada is still a new story.
